SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Selectmen  have  been  meeting  twice  weekly  throughout  the  year 
dealing  with  various  issues'  facing  our  town.   The  issues  are 
complex,  requiring  much  deliberation  and  thorough  investigation. 
Unfortunately,  there  are  no  easy  answers  to  the  pressing  matters 
before  us  and  all  have  a  direct  impact  on  every  citizen  in  Rye. 

Undoubtedly  the  largest  and  most  time  consuming  project 
during  the  course  of  the  year  has  been  the  Rye  Beach  Sewer 
Project.   Conservative  cost  estimates  at  the  present  time  from 
the  engineering  firm  on  the  project,  indicate  that  the  cost  for 
the  Rye  Beach  sewer  has  risen  to  almost  five  million  dollars. 
Selectmen  are  working  closely  with  the  engineers  to  explore 
additional  sources  of  funding  for  this  state-mandated  project. 
Designs  for  the  ocean  outfall  and  waste  treatment  facility  have 
been  completed  and  tentative  costs  have  been  compiled  for  re- 
sidents who  live  along  the  projected  route  of  the  sewer.   The 
Selectmen  met  with  the  Rye  Beach  Commissioners  who  expressed 
their  concern  for  the  costs,  location  of  the  facility,  and  need 
for  the  sewer.   While  appreciative  of  the  Commissioners'  con- 
cerns, the  Selectmen  must  remain  ever  mindful  of  monetary  fines 
and  sanctions  that  could  be  imposed  if  work  has  not  begun  on 
the  project  by  July  of  this  year. 

Another  issue  that  has  been  the  subject  of  discussion  and 
concern  for  the  Board  is  the  dredge  material  from  Rye  Harbor. 
Selectman  Susan  Elsea  has  been  investing  a  great  deal  of  time 
meeting  with  State  officials,  principal  among  them  being  George

"Skip"  Jones,  Commissioner  of  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Department 
of  Resources  and  Economic  Development,  and  Federal  authorities 
(U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers)  in  an  effort  to  insure  that  the 
dredge  material  from  Rye  Harbor  is  deposited  at  sea  and  not 
stockpiled  next  to  a  fragile  salt  marsh  on  the  other  side  of 
Route  lA.   Many  of  you  will  recall  when  the  Harbor  was  last 
dredged  during  the  60' s,  what  an  awful  mess  that  made.   This 
current   dredge  proposal  is  much  greater  in  scope  than  the 
earlier  dredging  and  the  result  could  be  many  more  tons  of 
dredge  placed  in  that  marsh  area. 

With  the  premature  closing  of  the  Portsmouth  Refuse  to 
Energy  facility  at  Pease  Air  Force  Base,  Rye's  waste  is  being 
transported  to  the  Maine  Energy  Recovery  Company  (MERC)  facility 
in  Biddeford,  Maine.   The  disposal  of  increasing  amounts  of 
solid  waste  presents  a  real  problem.   Planning  for  the  future 
is  never  an  easy  task.   Fortunately,  Rye  is  in  the  front  of  the 
pack  on  this  issue.   Through  votes  at  Town  Meeting,  Rye  is  a 
member  of  the  multi-town  Southeast  Regional  Solid  Waste  District 
(SRSWD) ,  and  has  joined  both  the  149M  and  53B  components  of  long 
range  solid  waste  planning.   Selectman  John  Coffey  has  been 
attending  and  representing  Rye  during  the  planning  for  a  refuse 
to  energy  facility  to  be  sited  within  Rockingham  County.   The 
advantages  to  such  a  facility  are  obvious;  transportation  costs 
could  be  greatly  reduced.   During  the  course  of  these  meetings 
over  the  past  year,  John  reported  that  only  four  other  towns 
within  the  District  have  a  recycling   program. 


Selectmen's  Report 

The  Selectmen  cannot  stress  enough  the  importance  of  re- 
cycling appropriate  materials.   The  newly  re-structured  Dump 
Committee,  under  the  co-chairmanship  of  Jack  Squires  and  Pat 
Frim  working  in  concert  with  our  town  workers  at  the  dump, 
has  made  a  tremendous  impact  on  the  quantity  of  material  recycled. 
This  serves  a  dual  purpose:   monies  paid  by  buyers  of  these 
recycled  items  (newspapers,  cardboard,  glass,  and  aluminum 
cans)  reduce  your  tax  dollars;  the  more  items  recycled  in  this 
manner  means  less  weight  hauled  to  MERC  and  therefore  less 
tipping  fee  paid  because  of  reduced  tonnage.   There  is  no 
argument  --recycling  makes  sense! 

The  Selectmen  this  past  Spring  interviewed  candidates  for 
the  position  of  Administrative  Assistant  authorized  by  vote 
at  last  year's  Town  Meeting.   Mr.  Jeffrey  Brown  was 
hired  for  that  post.   Selectmen  assigned  to  Mr.  Brown  a  multi- 
tude of  duties,  including  being  the  Selectmen's  negotiator  for 
the  new  contracts  with  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, the  Highway  Department,  and  the  newly  created  Town  Hall 
Employees'  Association.   No  contract  had  been  signed  with  any 
of  the  Town's  departments  at  the  time  that  Mr.  Brown  tendered 
his  resignation  in  January.   Selectmen  will  be  deliberating 
whether  to  negotiate  with  the  various  departments  themselves 
or  whether  to  use  the  services  of  a  negotiator.   These  contracts, 
once  signed,  will  obligate  both  parties  for  a  period  of  three 
years. 


Selectmen's  Report 

Remaining  within  budget  and  maximizing  the  utility  of  each 
tax  dollar  has  been  the  goal  of  this  Board.   To  that  end,  Chair- 
man Jack  Tobey  has  been  working  closely  with  the  Selectmen's 
Staff  keeping  tabs  on  various  accounts  within  each  department. 
Many  hours  have  been  spent  preparing  the  proposed  budget  for 
consideration  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  ultimately  by  the 
voters  at  Town  Meeting. 

In  summary,  running  the  Town  of  Rye  and  tracking  its  multi- 
million  dollar  budget  is  a  tremendous  responsibility.   All 
decisions  large  or  small  have  been  carefully  weighed  by  the 
Board.   It  is  a  task  that  is  not  done  alone,  but  in  a  spirit 
of  cooperation.

New  Office  Hours:   Monday  through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 

Monday  and  Thursday  evenings  6:00  to  8:00  p.m. 


In  an  effort  to  provide  better  service  to  the  townspeople 
of  Rye,  the  Town  Clerk's  office  is  now  open  for  substantially 
longer  hours  and  is  offering  more  service.   In  the  fall  we  went 
to  the  longer  office  hours,  staying  open  through  lunch  and  add- 
ing another  evening  per  week.   We've  found  that  this  has  helped 
many  people,  which  was  our  intention. 

In  November  we  added  the  capability  of  doing  the  State's 
portion  of  the  vehicle  registrations.   For  a  small  additional 
fee  ($2.00),  we  can  now  save  the  registrant  from  having  to  drive 
to  another  office  such  as  the  Dover  Point  Division  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  in  order  to  complete  the  registration  process.   We 
have  been  appointed  "Municipal  Agents"  by  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and,  with  a  few  exceptions,  we  have  the  authority  to  do 
almost  anything  the  registrant  could  normally  do  at  the  substa- 
tion.  This  service  has  added  greatly  to  our  workload,  so  that 
one  may  notice  a  longer  wait  while  at  the  office,  and  also  that 
our  office  is  more  crowded  than  ever.   In  general,  however,  the 
feeling  seems  to  be  that  this  service  is  well  worth  the  extra 
wait  one  might  experience. 

To  help  alleviate  some  of  the  work  burden,  the  deputy  Town 
Clerk,  Mrs.  Zartarian,  is  working  more  frequently  than  before. 
The  extra  $2.00  fee  charged  as  Municipal  Agent  will  go  into  the 
Town  coffers  and  more  than  offset  the  cost  of  Mrs.  Zartarian' s 
time,  so  that  the  town  gets  the  extra  services  for  no  extra  cost. 

In  1987  the  office  made  over  $50,000  more  than  in  1986, 
bringing  in  more  than  $450,000  to  the  Town  of  Rye.   This  money 
goes  into  the  General  Fund  and  does,  indeed,  help  to  reduce  our 
tax  rate.   Most  people  don't  think  of  the  Town  Clerk's  office  as 
making  much  money  for  the  Town,  but  as  one  can  see  by  the  report, 
it  certainly  should  not  be  overlooked.   Some  people  also  have 
the  mistaken  idea  that  a  portion  of  the  monies  taken  in  by  this 
office  is  paid  to  the  Town  Clerk.   Not  so!   The  Town  Clerk  is 
paid  an  hourly  rate  and  all  monies  earned  for  the  Town  go  to  the 
Town.   The  fees  charged  are  set  by  the  State  Legislature,  and 
are  the  same  statewide, 

A  couple  reminders:   There  are  four  elections  to  take  place 
in  1988.   These  are  held  at  the  Elementary  School  on  Sagamore 
Road.   Polls  are  open  from  9:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.   If  you  have 
not  as  yet  registered  to  vote,  you  may  do  so  at  the  Town  Clerk's 
Office  during  regular  office  hours. 
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All  dogs  must  be  licensed  by  April  30th  of  each  year.   An 
up-to-date  Rabies  Certificate  must  be  provided  in  order  to  lic- 
ense any  dog.   This  is  required  by  law. 

In  retrospect,  1987  was  a  very  good  year  for  the  Town 
Clerk's  Office  and  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  Boards  and  Com- 
missions, friends  and  co-workers,  and  the  people  of  Rye  for 
their  help  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

The  Department  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  to 
those  who  assisted  the  Department  throughout  1987.   Thanks 
to  the  Rye  Fire  Department  for  their  continued  working  rela- 
tionship; New  Castle,  Greenland  and  North  Hampton  Police  in 
their  assistance  in  backups;  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's 
Department  and  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  for  their  con- 
tinued support.   I  wish  to  express  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  for  their  support  in  keeping 
our  shore  line  safe  for  beach  goers.   Thanks  also  to  the  Rye 
Ambulance  Corps  for  their  prompt  response  in  times  of 
emergency . 

This  past  year  was  a  very  busy  and  productive  one  for 
the  Rye  Police  Department.   The  following  is  a  list  of 
arrests  and  summonses  from  the  beach  area:   473  court 
summonses, 27  drug  related  arrests  and  over  295  warnings 
for  various  offenses. 

The  following  is  the  law  on  Application  of  Motor  Vehicle 
Laws  to  Bicycles:   RSA  265:143,  every  person  propelling  a 
vehicle  by  human  power  or  riding  a  bicycle  shall  have  all 
of  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  duties  "applicable" 
to  the  driver  of  any  other  vehicle  under  the  rules  of  the  road, 
except  as  to  special  regulations  in  this  subdivision  and 
except  as  to  those  provisions  which  by  their  nature  can 
have  no  application. 

The  Police  Department  is  in  need  of  police  facilities 
and  room  to  function  every  day.   It  was  brought  to  my 
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attention  in  July  1987  that  the  lot  across  from  the  present 
fire  station  was  for  sale.   This  lot  is  on  Olde  Parish  Road 
directly  behind  the  apartment  complex  that  faces  Washington 
Road.   In  August  I  signed  a  sales  agreement  with  the  owners 
of  this  lot.   I  went  to  the  Selectmen  with  the  signed  sales 
agreement  and  the  price  of  the  lot.   The  lot  is  10,000  square 
feet  with  a  50  foot  right  of  way  beside  it  making  the  lot 
approximately  14,500  square  feet  in  size.   As  there  was  no 
money  for  an  architect,  I  requested  permission  to  have  a 
local  builder,  whom  I  know,  draw  some  plans.   If  the  money 
became  available  he  or  other  contractors  could  bid  on  the  job. 
The  Selectmen  agreed  to  this  arrangement.   Since  August  1987 
I  have  been  working  on  this  project  in  order  to  bring  it 
before  the  1988  Town  Meeting. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  items  handled  by  the  Department 
in  1987:   1,382  summonses,  93  arrests,  1,145  warnings,  158 
accidents,  370  alarms,  416  parking  tickets  issued,  19 
burglaries,  17  thefts,  61  thefts  from  motor  vehicles,  1,105 
miscellaneous  items,  6,966  incidents  handled  by  the  Police 
Department.

FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

The  Star  Island  Conference  Center  at  the  Isles  of  Shoals 
is  susceptible  to  storms,  fires  or  other  sudden  emergencies  and 
with  its  several  hundred  attendees  and  staff  has  only  boats  as 
a  means  of  evacuation.   With  the  cooperation  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Emergency  Management,  the  United  States  Coast  Guard, 
Mr.  Anthony  Codding,  Island  Manager  and  the  Department,  we  now 
have  an  evacuation  plan  in  effect. 

A  challenge  in  the  near  future  will  be  the  providing  of 
proper  space  for  the  Police  Department.   The  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  have  enjoyed  excellent  rapport  over  the  years  and 
we  cannot  allow  this  to  disappear  with  the  shrinkage  of  avail- 
able space  and  adding  of  necessary  personnel. 

We  again  request  that  you  post  your  house  numbers  con- 
spicuously and  check  your  smoke  detectors. 

A  word  of  thanks  to  all  other  Town  departments  who  have 
assisted  us  this  past  year. 

Total  incidents  this  year  number  219:   structure  fires,  11; 
arcing  wires/electrical,  9;  chimney,  12;  woods/grass,  8;  auto 
accidents,  1;  auto  fires,  9;  investigations,  26;  public  assist, 
9;  ambulance  assist,  12;  false  alarms,  5;  unauthorized  burning, 
13;  alarm  activations,  42;  mutual  aid  given,  12;  mutual  aid 
received,  10;  oil  burner,  7;  police  assist,  14;  hazardous 
material  response,  16;  lock  outs,  7;  outside  fires,  5;  medical 
aid,  1.   We  dispatched  the  ambulance  297  times.  New  Castle 
Fire  Department  21  times,  issued  675  fire  permits,  97  beach 
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fire  permits,  88  miscellaneous  permits,  conducted  193  inspections 
and  48  consultations/plans  reviews.

During  the  year  1987,  the  Town  of  Rye  Highway  Department 
rebuilt  and  repaved  Fairhill  Avenue,  Robin  Road,  Eagle  Rock 
Road,  Triton  Drive  and  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  (1,900) 
feet  of  Central  Road  from  the  brook  at  number  two  hundred 
sixty-one  (261)  to  Grove  Road.   The  wearing  course  of  paving 
completed  on  the  section  of  Central  Road  from  Locke  Road  to 
number  two  hundred  sixty-one  (261) .   Repaving  was  completed 
on  Odiorne  Drive,  Oceanview  Avenue,  Park  Ridge  Avenue,  and 
two  thousand,  three  hundred  (2,300)  feet  of  Brackett  Road. 
Shim  paving  was  done  on  three  thousand  (3,000)  feet  of 
Washington  Road.   Harborview  Drive  and  Parsons  Road  were 
shimmed  and  a  chip  seal  surface  was  applied.   Drainage  work 
was  completed  on  Fairhill  Avenue  and  Brackett  Road. 

The  Town  of  Rye  realized  fifteen  thousand,  one  hundred 
fifteen  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents  ($15,115.99)  from  the 
sale  of  three  (3)  used  vehicles  that  were  put  out  for  public 
bid. 

The  Landfill  Dump  has  had  a  very  busy  year.   We  now  tran- 
sport our  trash  to  the  Maine  Energy  Recovery  Plant  (MERC)  in 
Biddeford,  Maine.   Due  to  minor  startup  problems  at  the 
plant,  it  had  to  be  closed  for  short  periods  of  time  necessi- 
tating us  to  transport  our  trash  to  Rochester,  New  Hampshire. 
Hopefully,  MERC  will  have  their  problems  solved,  and  1988  will 
be  uneventful. 
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Recycling  is  a  very  necessary  and  viable  way  of  reducing 
the  amount  of  trash  that  goes  into  the  waste  stream.   It 
reduces  the  cost  of  disposal,  and  also  increases  revenue 
to  the  town. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  other  departments  in 
the  town  that  were  so  very  helpful  during  the  past  year. 
To  the  members  of  the  Highway  Department,  the  Landfill 
Dump,  and  part  time  personnel,  a  very  sincere  thank  you.

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BUILDING  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

"The  work  load  of  this  office  continues  to  increase 
daily."  That  was  my  opening  sentence  for  the  1986  report  and 
quite  appropriately  true  for  1987,  New  home  starts  were  down 
from  last  year,  but  major  remodeling  permits  and  large 
additions  increased.  Several  demolition  and  rebuilding 
permits  were  issued. 

As  the  demand  for  land  increases  in  the  Town  of  Rye,  more 
emphasis  has  been  put  on  non-conforming  lots,  questionable 
wetlands,  and  marshlands,  by  realtors  and  developers.  Strict 
adherence  to  Wetland  Ordinances  and  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply 
and  Pollution  Control  Commission,  must  be  enforced.  Failing 
septic  systems  continue  to  be  on  the  increase.  Section  7:15K 
of  our  building  code,  must  be  complied  with. 

There  was  an  increase  of  153  more  permits  issued  in  1987 
from  1986,  which  requires  many  more  foundations,  framing, 
electrical,  plumbing  and  masonry  inspections. 

Without  the  co-operation  of  the  entire  town  hall  staff,  I 
couldn't  begin  to  keep  up  with  the  work  load.  Special  Thanks 
to  the  two  people  on  each  side  of  my  office,  Jane  Ireland  and 
Valerie  Arnold,  who  have  always  been  helpful  and  supportive  in 
the  m   years  of  my  being  Building  Inspector.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RYE 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

Tlie  war  with  insects  rages  on.  Control  efforts  are  aimed  at 
reducing  the  mosquito  as  a  carrier  of  disease  as  well  as  a  pest 
species.  Increased  knowledge  of  insect  lifecycles  and  habitats 
add  insight  to  new  strategies  for  control.  Yet,  effective  control 
of  a  pest  species  requires  cooperation  by  many  individuals, 
developers,  corporations,  and  federal,  state  and  local  government 
agencies. 

An  example  of  the  close  relationship  between  insects  and 
industry  occurs  in  the  used  tire  trade.  The  United  States  imports 
nearly  4  million  used  tires  from  Asia  each  year  for  retreading. 
Many  of  these  tires  are  discarded  in  tire  dumps.  This  adds  to  the 
estimated  2.8  billion  discarded  tires  in  the  environment. 

In  August  1985,  an  Oriental  mosquito,  Aedes  albopictus.  first 
became  established  in  Houston,  Texas.  By  1987,  this  mosquito  had 
become  established  as  far  north  as  Delaware.  This  is  not  good 
news  since  A.  albopictus  transmits  several  diseases,  among  those 
are  Dengue,  Encephalitis  and  Dog  Heartworm.  This  mosquito  was 
imported  in  tires  from  Asia  and  continues  to  breed  not  only  in 
tires,  but  in  any  artificial  container.  A.  albopictus  has  not 
reached  N.H.  to  date,  although  several  other  disease  carrying 
mosquitoes  breed  in  tires  as  well. 

To  aid  in  the  control  of  mosquitoes  and  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  disease.  Individual  homeowners  should  get  rid  of  any  stagnant 
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water  In  tires,  cans,  bottles,  barrels,  etc..  Source  reduction  is 
the  most  effective  means  of  mosquito  control.  If  the  potential 
source  encompasses  a  large  area,  then  call  the  Mosquito  Control 
Department  at  964-9264.  Mosquitoes  only  breed  in  stagnant  water, 
but  not  all  stagnant  water  breeds  mosquitoes.  This  is  why  the 
mosquito  control  crew  surveys  each  site  before  applying 
in.-recticides.  This  eliminates  unnecessary  use  of  chemicals. 

If  the  mosquitoes  have  hatched  into  the  air,  then  adulticiding, 
spraying  adult  mosquitoes  at  night,  is  the  only  alternative. 
Millions  of  mosquito  larvae  can  be  killed  in  isolated  pools  of 
•-jater.  Once  the  adult  mosquitoes  emerge  and  disperse,  control  is 
less  effective.  Therefore,  it  is  important  to  control  mosquitoes 
in  the  vulnerable,  aquatic  stage. 

Adulticidincr  is  conducted  in  the  evenina  when  mosquitoes  are 
most  active  and  to  avoid  spraying  beneficial  insects  such  as 
bees.  Bees  are  daytime  flyers  and  return  to  their  hive  at  dusk. 

Controllina  mosquitoes  at  the  source  is  the  most  effective 
wav  to  reduce  the  pest  population.  Finding  a  non-chemical,  yet 
effective  means  of  control  for  insects  is  a  common  aoal  among 
pest  control  professionals.  Due  to  the  technical  nature  of 
mosquito  control,  non-chemical  avenues  of  control  are  not  always 
cheap  or  easv.  The  most  effective  and  environmentally  safe  way  to 
control  mosquitoes  implements  Open  Marsh  Water  Management  or 
OMWM.  The  salt  marshes  are  altered  when  necessary  to  provide  fish 
access  to  mosquito  breeding  areas.  The  fish  control  the 
mosquitoes.  No  insecticides  are  used.  In  order  to  begin  this 
program,  a  preliminary  study  must  be  completed.  Data  collected 
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will  be  compiled  and  the  necessary  permits  will  be  sent  to  the 
•7  jnsetvation  Commission,  the  State  Wetlands  Board  and  the  Army 
Cotps  of  Engineers  for  approval.  Once  approval  has  been  received, 
■talt  marsh  manaaement  may  begin.  This  is  a  long  term  project 
dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  many  individuals  and  various 
agencies  . 

During  the  198V  town  meeting,  the  Town  amended  warrant  article 
#12.  This  changed  the  purpose  of  the  article  from  buying  a  marsh 
excavator  to  conducting  a  marsh  study.  The  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  disallowed  these  funds  on  the  basis  that  the  Town 
illecfally  changed  the  intent  of  the  article.  As  a  result,  the 
money  went  back  into  the  Town's  General  Fund  defraying  taxes  and 
we  could  not  begin  the  project. 

Thi?  ve-ir,  the  Town  will  vote  on  a  warrant  article  which  would 
t  .nice  and  appropriate  money  for  preliminary  site  work.  This  study 
~ill  pt'ovlde  the  groundwork  for  OMWM. 

The  benefit:?  of  OMWM  are  multifold.  Up  to  97%  control  of 
mc  nquitoes  can  be  acheived  while  insecticide  useacre  on  the  salt 
mdt shes  is  eliminated.  Shorebird  and  wadina  bird  populations  will 
increase.  The  need  for  redrainincr  the  salt  marshes  is  eliminated. 
OMWM  aids  in  the  restoration  of  severely  altered  marshes. 

T\\e   importance  of  salt  marshes  can  not  be  stressed  enough. 
Protection  of  these  areas  is  vital  to  insure  shoreline 
stabilization,  erosion  control,  flood  control,  and  pollution 
control.  Salt  marshes  are  at  the  baae  of  the  food  chain  and  are 
important  contributors  to  food  web  productivity  as  well  as 
abundant  wildlife  habitats.  The  salt  marshes  deserve  our 
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attention  considering  all  they  provide  the  ecosystem. 

Two  recurring  questions  I  received  this  past  season  concerned 
(1)  the  black  boxes  on  the  salt  marshes  and  (2)  AIDS.  This  was 
the  third  season  of  use  for  the  greenhead  traps  on  the  salt 
marshes.  These  traps  attract  the  flies  by  the  location  and  the 
color  of  the  traps.  No  insecticides  are  used.  The  flies  enter  the 
traps  through  a  narrow  slit  in  the  bottom  and  rest  on  the  screen 
at  the  top.  They  eventually  die  from  dehydration.  Many  other 
insects  and  spiders  enter  the  traps  to  take  advantage  of  the  free 
food. 

The  other  common  question  I  received  last  season  was  the  risk 
of  mosquitoes  transmitting  the  AIDS  virus.  Based  upon  the  reports 
I  Vi.\ve  read,  there  is  NO  evidence  that  mosquitoes  transmit  AIDS. 
To  date,  tests  have  shown  that  mosquitoes  are  capable  of  picking 
up  the  virus,  but  they  are  NOT  able  to  pass  the  virus  to  a 
victim. 

Mosquitoes  are  more  than  just  a  pest  at  the  family  cookout. 
They  are  medically  important  too.  Mosquitoes  transmit  many 
diseases,  several  of  which  occur  in  N.H. .  The  primary  goal  of  the 
Mosquito  Control  Commission  is  to  reduce  the  number  disease 
carrying  mosquitoes  in  your  area  in  an  environmentally  safe 
manner.  This  difficult  task  is  accomplished  through  the 
cooperation  of  many.  The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the 
residents  of  Rye  for  their  continued  support.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

During  1987  145  animaj.  related  complaints  were  received  by 
the  Animal  Control  Officer.   These  complaints  are  broken  down 
as  follows:   91  dogs  at  large,  18  nuisance  dogs,  3  abuse  and 
cruelty  complaints,  4  chipmunk  complaints,  4  skunk  complaints, 
3  skunk  removals.  Of  19  raccoon  complaints  10  were  removed  from 
residences.  3  menacing  dog  complaints  were  received. 

A  total  of  62  dogs  were  confined.   57  of  these  were  re- 
turned to  their  owners  and  5  were  placed  in  new  homes.   1  cat 
was  confined  and  euthanized. 

A  total  of  485  dogs  were  licensed  in  1987.   As  a  reminder, 
all  dogs  are  to  be  licensed  by  April  30  of  each  year.

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LIERARIAN'S  REPORT  -  1987 

The  Rye  Library  has  had  a  busy  and  productive  year.   Children's  Librarian 
Susan  Torres  Cronin  resigned  in  September  and  was  replaced  by  Susan  Bucklin. 
Kathleen  Rudden  is  the  Adult  Services  Librarian,  and  Teddy  Wyatt  and  Marjorie 
Little,  Library  Assistants,  were  joined  by  Tricia  Quinn.  Charles  Lockhart  is 
the  Custodian. 

During  the  year,  library  business  has  been  brisk.  Book  circulation  is 
always  active,  and  special  types  of  media  are  increasing  in  popularity.  For 
the  first  time,  the  library  began  circulating  videos  (mainly  travel,  children's 
tapes,  how-to 's,  and  documentaries).   The  Friends  of  the  Rye  Library  contributed 
$1,000  to  begin  our  video  collection,  and  we  are  very  grateful.   Audio  cassettes 
and  large  print  books  have  become  very  popular  with  our  library  patrons,  and  we 
are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  supply  these  as  a  valuable  part  of  the  library 
program. 

The  children  of  Rye  took  full  advantage  of  the  various  activities  planned  by 
the  Children's  Librarians.  These  included  craft  workshops,  pre-school  story 
hours,  movies,  summer  reading  program,  puppet  shows,  musical  programs,  read- 
alouds,  and  book  talks.   Susan  Cronin  visited  both  schools  on  a  regular  basis 
to  present  booktalks,  a  practice  our  new  Children's  Librarian  plans  to  continue. 
More  than  1600  children  participated  in  these  programs. 

During  1987  staff  members  attended  various  professional  classes,  workshops, 
and  meetings.  The  Library  is  a  member  of  the  Seacoast  Library  Cooperative,  the 
Seacoast  Film  Cooperative,  and  the  Seacoast  Fiction  Depository.  We  are  also 
affiliated  with  the  New  Hampshire  Automated  Information  System,  which  means 
that  we  are  on-line  to  the  State  Library  and  can  search  their  records  for  books 
requested  by  patrons.   In  addition,  NHAIS  provides  a  status-of -bills  database 
and  a  newspaper  index  database.

A  series  of  reading-discussion  programs  was  held  once  again.  This 
has  become  a  very  well-attended  activity.  These  programs  were  planned 
by  Adult  Services  Librarian  Kathleen  Rudden,  who  is  also  responsible  for 
obtaining  financial  grants  from  the  New  Hampshire  Council  for  the  Humanities 
to  support  them.  The  Rye  Recreation  Commission  co-sponsored  the  Rick 
Charette  concert  at  Parsons  Field,  and  another  children's  program  was 
planned  in  cooperation  with  the  Lane  Library  and  the  Portsmouth  Public  Library 
to  bring  the  cost  down. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  continued  to  provide  invaluable  assistance. 
In  addition  to  their  generous  donation  to  set  up  a  video  collection,  they 
perform  various  library  tasks  at  their  monthly  meetings.  They  decorate  the 
interior  of  the  library  for  Christmas,  and  they  provide  goodies  for  special 
story  hours. 

Our  volunteers  have  continued  to  provide  us  with  faithful  service.  The 
three  ladies  who  work  at  the  circulation  desk,  Winifred  Meehan,  Irene  Maskwa, 
and  Marion  Dunn,  have  provided  welcome  assistance  at  busy  times.  Our  fiction 
collection  is  being  labelled  by  three  other  volunteers:  Anna  Byam,  Mabel 
Tobey,  and  Betty  Silbaugh.  The  efforts  of  all  of  our  volunteers  is  very 
much  appreciated. 

Many  individuals  and  organizations  have  made  generous  contributions  to  the 
library  during  the  year.   Among  the  groups  making  donations  are  the  Rye  Lions, 
the  Rye  Art  Study  Group,  the  Rye  Tuesday  Club,  and  the  Exercise  Class.  Thanks 
to  all  of  you. 

As  of  1988,  the  library  is  facing  the  possibility  that  some,  or  all,  of 
the  services  provided  by  the  state  may  no  longer  be  available.  We  do  not 
meet  the  state  standards  because  we  are  not  handicapped  accessible.  Of  course 
this  is  only  one  of  our  many  problems,  but  if  we  lose  state  services  the  quality 
of  library  service  in  Rye  will  begin  to  deteriorate.  The  other  problems  are

School  in  said  Rye  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  (8th)  day  of  March, 
1988,  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  7:00  o'clock  in 
the  evening  to  vote  on  the  following  subiects: 

ARTICLE  1.    TO  choose  a  M0DE31AT0R  for  two  (2)  years,  a  SELECTMAN 
for  three  (3)  years,  a  TREASURER  for  three  (3)  years,  two  (21 
BUDGET  COMMITTEE  MEMBERS  for  three  (3)  years,  a  CEMETERY  TRUSTEE 
for  three  (3)  years,  a  LIBRARY  TRUSTEE  for  three  (3)  years,  a 
PLANNING  BOARD  MEMBER  for  one  (1)  year,  two  (2)  PLANNING  BOARD 
MEMBERS  for  three  (3)  years,  a  SUPERVISOR  OF  THE  CHECKLIST  for 
six  (6)  years,  and  a  TRUSTEE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS  for  three  (3)  years. 

ARTICLE  2.   TO  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  Rye  School 
District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure  adopted  by 
said  District  at  its  March  1962  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  3.   TO  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Rye  Zoning 
Ordinance  to  wit: 

Amendment  No.  1.   OPEN  SPACE  ZONING  as  proposed  by  the  Rye 
Planning  Board.   ADD  new  section  as  follows: 

SECTION  401   OPEN  SPACE  ZONING. 

401.1   Purpose: 

The  purpose  of  the  open  space  zoning  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
is  to  help  preserve  Rye's  rural  character.   It  will  allow  natural 
land  features  and/or  open  spaces  to  be  conserved  while  providing 
greater  land  subdivision  flexibility  for  larger  parcels  of  land. 
In  subdivisions  qualifying  for  open  space  zoning  a  density  no 
greater  than  one  single-family  dwelling  per  acre  shall  be 
maintained;  however,  in  order  to  permanently  preserve  areas 
within  the  subdivision  which  contain  significant  natural  features 
and/or  open  spaces  the  lot  sizes  and  frontages  may  be  reduced 
somewhat . 


401.2  Criteria: 

A.  Parcel  Size:   Qualifying  subdivisions  shall  not  be 
permitted  on  parcels  less  than  ten  (10)  acres  in  area.   Wetlands 
mav  be  counted  to  make  up  the  minimum  parcel  size  but  may  not  be 
counted  to  determine  the  number  of  dwellincrs  permitted  under 
Section  401. 2. D. 

B.  Dwellings:   No  buildings  other  than  single  family 
detached  dwellings  and  accessory  buildings  shall  be  permitted  in 
subdivisions  qualifying  for  open  space  zoning. 

C.  Lot  Size  and  Frontage  Requirements:   In  the  Single 
Residence  District  only,  lot  area  and  frontage  and  depth 
requirements  may  be  30,000  square  feet  and  120  feet, 
respectively,  in  qualifying  subdivisions  approved  pursuant  to 
this  section.   All  other  requirements  of  the  Single  Residence 
District  shall  be  met. 

D.  Density:   ITie  number  of  dwellings  permitted  in  a 
qualifying  subdivision  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  non-wetland 
acres  in  the  parcel.   This  requirement  provides  an  overall 
density  not  greater  than  one  dwelling  per  acre  on  non-wetland 
soil . 

E.  Mandatory  Buffer:   Where  possible  every  qualifying  open 
space  subdivision  shall  have  a  natural  buffer  of  open  space  not 
less  than  75  foot  depth  from  every  road  or  street  off  which  the 
subdivision  is  developed.  The  ownership  of  the  buffer  area  shall 
be  as  per  Section  401.4. 

F.  Minimum  Preservation  Acreage:   The  total  land  area 
reserved  for  preservation  shall  be  not  less  than  three  (3)  acres 
in  size  or  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  the  parcel  size, 
whichever  is  greater.   The  buffer  required  by  Section  E  above  may 
count  towards  this  requirement.   The  preserved  area  shall  be 
inteqrally  related  to  the  development  of  the  subdivision.   The 
preserved  area  may  consist  of  more  than  one  piece,  but  every  such 
piece  shall  have  a  minimum  contiguous  area  of  at  least  one  (1) 

-acre  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  parcel  size,  whichever  is 
greater.   However,  the  buffer  required  by  Section  E  above  is 
exempt  from  the  1  acre/5%  requirement. 

G.  Preservation  of  Significant  Natural  Features/Open 
Spaces:   The  land  area  reserved  for  preservation  shall  be 
"significant"  as  per  Section  401.3,  below. 

H.   Turnaround  Frontage:   On  turnarounds  (cul-de-sacs, 
loops,  circles  and  tear  drops)  the  120  foot  frontage  requirement 
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mav  be  provided  at  the  building  setback  line  rather  than  at  the 
street  line. 

401.3  Preservation  of  Significant  Open  Spaces /Natural 
Features: 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  that  only  significant  amounts 
and/or  types  of  open  spaces  and  natural  features  be  preserved  by 
these  provisions.   The  ordinance  is  not  intended  to  provide  the 
benefit  of  smaller  lot  sizes  and  frontages  to  every  subdivider , 
but,  rather,  only  to  those  who  can  demonstrate  that  the  types  or 
amounts  of  open  spaces  preserved  are  significant  enough  to 
warrant  use  of  these  provisions.   Thus,  in  addition  to  the 
threshold  requirements  of  Section  401.2  F,  the  area  proposed  for 
preservation  shall  qualify  as  significant  by  meeting  one  of  the 
three  conditions  set  forth  below: 

A.  A  size  of  seven  (7)  contiguous  acres,  or  more;  or, 

B.  A  minimum  of  seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of  the  preserved 
area  shall  consist  of  any  combination  of  the  following 
characteristics : 

1.  The  buffer  required  by  Section  401.2  E. 

2.  Wetlands  as  defined  by  the  Wetlands  Conservation 
District . 

3.  Land  within  100  feet  of  such  wetlands;  fresh  or  salt 
water  or  waterways. 

4.  Woodlands. 

5.  Land  within  100  feet  of  open  spaces  owned  by  the 
Town  of  Rye;  the  Rye  Conservation  Commission;  the  State  of  NH; 
the  Rye  School  District,  or  the  Rye  Water  District. 

6.  Land  within  100  feet  of  golf  courses  or  cemeteries. 

7.  Soils  where  the  depth  to  ledge  is  greater  than  two 
(2)  feet  but  less  than  four  (4)  feet. 

C.  Presence  of  other  locational  or  site  characteristics 
which,  subject  to  specific  findings  thereto  by  the  Planning 
Board,  are  determined  significant  enough  to  warrant  preservation 
in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  this  ordinance. 

401.4   Ownership  of  Preserved  Areas: 

A.   Membership  Corporation:   Provisions  shall  be  made  so 
that  the  preserved  area  shall  be  owned  by  a  membership 
corporation,  trust  or  association  whose  members  are  the  owners 
of  the  lots  in  the  subdivision.   The  subdivider  shall  submit 
proposed  articles  of  incorporation/association  or  proposed  trust 
instruments  to  the  Planning  Board  and  Town  Counsel  for  review 
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and  approval  which  shall  adequately  provide  for  the  perpetual 
ownership  and  maintenance  of  the  common  area.   The  Planning  Board 
may  approve  other  forms  of  ownership  of  preserved  area2  S^f^s 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  neighborhood  and  Town. 

H»F.-.^;  ^^tt   Restrictions:   The  area  to  be  preserved  shall  be  so 
defined  on  the  subdivision  plan  and  shall  be  made  subiect  to  a 
deed  restriction  which  shall  thereafter  prohibit  further 
subdivision  of  the  preserved  area  or  use  of  it  for  purposes  other 
than  originally  designed. 

C.   Access:   All  preserved  areas  shall  be  accessible  to  the 
owners  of  lots  in  the  subdivision  by  way  of  streets  or  easements. 

401.5   Open  Space  Subdivision  Procedures: 

Open  space  subdivisions  are  subdivisions  of  land.   Therefore  all 
such  subdivisions  shall  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  in 
accordance  with  its  subdivision  regulation  procedures.   Because 
of  the  innovative  nature  of  these  subdivisions,  all  applicants 
shall  be  required  to  make  a  preliminary  application  and  submit  to 
a  preliminary  public  hearing  as  per  the  procedures  of  the 
Subdivision  Regulations.   This  requirement  will  assure  that  each 
open  space  subdivision  proposal  has  at  least  two  public  hearings. 

Amendment  No.  2.   As  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board, 
amend  Section  203.1  G.  of  the  Single  Residence  ( SR  District)  to 
delete  the  last  five  words,  as  follows: 

203.1  Permitted  Uses:   In  an  SR  District  the  following  uses 
are  permitted. 

G.  Aquaculture,  but  only  within  the  Wetlands  Overlay 
District . 

Amendment  No.  3.   As  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board, 
delete  the  current  text  of  Section  211. IB.  of  the  Commercial  (C) 
District  and  replace  it  with  the  following: 

B.   As  permitted  uses,  any  uses  permitted  in  the  Business 
District  by  Section  210.1  and  by  Sections  210.2  A  through  210.2 
F,  and  subject  to  all  limitations  there  applicable. 

Amendment  No.  4.   On  petition  of  PATRICK  J.  MCKEON  and  at 

least  twenty  five  (25)  other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  "Appendix  A  Definitions"  of  the  Town 
of  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance  to  delete  the  definition  of  "Building" 
and  replace  it  with  the  following  to  make  the  definition  of

Building  compatible  with  the  National  Buildincr  Codes. 

BUILDING:   Any  structure  used  or  intended  for  supporting  or 
sheltering  any  use  or  occupancy.   Each  portion  of  a  buildincr 
completely  separated  from  other  portions  by  fire  walls  with  no 
openings  shall  be  considered  as  a  separate  building. 

(This  amendment  is  NOT  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. ) 

Amendment  No.  5.   On  petition  of  RICHARD  P.  SHERWIN  and  at 
least  twenty  five  (25)  other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  amend  Section  202  Applicability  of  Use  District 
Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance  to  add  the 
following  requirement  to  provide  privacy,  noise  reduction  and 
reduce  visual  pollution  to  residential  properties  abutting 
non-residential  uses. 

BUFFER  ADJACENT  TO  RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICTS 

Non-residential  uses  on  land  which  abuts  a  boundary  of  a 
residential  zoning  district  shall  provide  a  fifty  (50)  foot  wide 
buffer  between  the  use  and  the  Residential  District  Zone 
Boundary.   Said  buffer  shall  include  natural  or  added  plantings 
of  evergreens  which  will  screen  non-residential  uses  from 
residential  areas  during  winter  months. 

(This  amendment  IS  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Amendment  No.  6.   On  petition  of  William  E.  Ashley  and  at 

least  twenty  five  (25)  other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding 
the  following: 

202.10   Prohibited  Uses:   There  shall  not  be  permitted  in 
any  Residence  District  any- 

k.    Bed  and  Breakfast  facilities. 

(This  amendment  is  NOT  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. ) 

Amendment  No.  7.   On  petition  of  Richard  P.  Sherwin  and  at 
least  twenty  five  (25)  other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  amend  Section  504  Tourist  Camps,  Motels,  Hotels  and 
Lodging  Houses  of  the  Town  of  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  the 
following  which  was  omitted  in  the  Re-codified  Ordinance: 

No  unit,  motel  or  cabin  shall  be  permitted  on  any  site 
within  a  Single  Residence  District  or  General  Residence  District 
and  no  site  for  use  by  tents  or  recreational  trailers  shall  be 
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permitted  in  any  district  except  as  provided  in  Section  400.8. 

(This  amendment  IS  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Amendment  No.  8.   On  petition  of  GEORGE  E.  CARPENTER  and  at 
least  twenty  five  (25)  other  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rye  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  for  an  amendment  to  the  Rye  Zonincr  Ordinance 
consisting  of  the  Official  Zoning  Map  as  follows: 

TO  reclassify  a  triangular  parcel  of  land,  having  603  feet 
more  or  less,  frontage  on  Lafayette  Road  at  the  junction  of 
Washington  Road,  containing  4.2  acres,  more  or  less,  identified 
on  Tax  Map,  Page  #14,  Parcel  #2,  from  single  residence  to 
commercial,  which  will  then  conform  to  the  commercial  character 
of  the  surrounding  land,  the  triangular  parcel  is  bounded 
Northerly  by  Lafayette  Road,  Easterly  by  Washington  Road,  and 
Southwesterly  by  land  of  Sherwin  and  by  land  of  Corbett 
(Breakfast  Hill  Professional  Building). 

(This  amendment  IS  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

ARTICLE  4.   FLOODPLAIN  DEVELOPMENT  AND  BUILDING  ORDINANCE 

As  proposed  by  the  Rye  Planning  Board  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  delete  the  test  of  Section  302  Flood  Hazard  District  from 
the  Zonincr  Ordinance  and  all  Flood  Hazard  regulations  from  the 
Buildin'5  Code  and  adopt  a  new,  separate  Floodplain  Development 
and  Building  Ordinance  which  contains  all  the  latest  federal 
requirements  necessary  for  the  Town's  continuing  participation  in 
the  federal  Flood  Insurance  Program.   Enactment  is  required  in 
order  to  assure  that  property  owners  in  flood  hazard  areas  will 
continue  to  be  eligible  for  Federally  subsidized  flood  insurance. 
(A  complete  copy  of  the  Floodplain  Ordinance  is  available  in  the 
Town  Clerk's  Office.) 

ARTICLE  5.   Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  53-B:l  to 
11  inclusive  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  regional  ref.use 
disposal  district,  together  with  the  Towns  of  Brentwood, 
Danville,  East  Kingston,  Exeter,  Fremont,  Hampton,  Hampton  Falls, 
Kensington,  New  Castle,  Newton,  North  Hampton,  Sandown,  and  South 
Hampton,  and  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  and  the  construction, 
maintenance,  and  operation  of  a  regional  refuse  disposal  facility 
by  said  district  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  a  proposed 
agreement  filed  with  the  Selectmen? 

ARTICLE  6.   TO  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sura  of  forty  one  thousand  and  eight  dollars  ($41,008)  for  the 
payment  of  the  Town's  share  of  the  budget  of  the  southeast 
regional  refuse  disposal  district  for  the  fiscal  year  of  said

district  in  four  quarterly  installments  commencincr  on  April  1 
and  continuing  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  successive 
calendar  quarter;  and  to  take  action  relative  thereto. 

(Tnis  article  IS  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  7.   TO  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  for  the  purpose  of 
hiring  an  architect  and/or  consultant,  conduct  feasibility 
studies,  and  provide  initial  interior  and  exterior  designs  for  a 
new  police  station,  and  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000) 
plus  accumulated  interest  under  the  laws  of  1972  for  this 
purpose . 

(This  article  IS  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  8.   TO  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  for  land  acquisition 
for  the  Rye  Police  Station  and/or  to  take  such  action  as  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Rye. 

(This  article  is  NOT  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  9.  TO  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty  five  thousand  dollars

These  statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to  private  Individuals  for 
non-payment  of  property  taxes  on  real  estate  are  replaced  with  a 
real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which  only  a  municipality  or 
county  where  the  property  is  located  or  the  state  may  acquire  a 
tax  lien  aqainst  land  and  buildinqs  for  unpaid  taxes.

AUDITOR 'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of

Rye,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Rye 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Rye  at  December  31,  1987,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual 
fund  financial  statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for 
purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Rye.  Such  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all 
material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.

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RYE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 


IN  1987,  the  Rye  Library  continued  to  expand  the  wide  range  of 
services  it  provides  to  the  toun  of  Rye.   These  services  include 
book  discussion  groups,  medical  information  programs,  a  concert,  and 
many  children's  programs.   The  SAT  classes  were  again  offered  at  the 
Library.   A  new  and  very  popular  service  is  the  video  cassette 
collection  nouj  available  for  circulation.   The  collection  of  video 
cassettes  was  purchased  with  a  generous  donation  from  the  Friends  of 
the  Rye  Library.   The  computer  for  public  use  continues  to  be  very 
popular  also.   Large  print  books  and  audio  cassettes  are    still  in 
great  demand,  and  the  collections  have  been  expanded. 

The  members  of  the  Library  staff  have  attended  classes  and 
workshops  in  order  to  upgrade  their  skills. 

New  shelves  were  purchased  this  year  to  try  to  alleviate  the 
extreme  overcrowding  of  books.   These  shelves  arB    already  full,  and 
there  is  virtually  nowhere  to  put  more  luithout  sacrificing  the 
little  browsing  room  that  remains. 

Other  problems  involving  the  present  library  building  itself 
remain  unresolved.   The  building  is  not  handicapped  accessible,  and 
unless  the  state  sees  definite  steps  taken  to  solve  this  problem  by 
October  1988,  the  library  will  lose  all  its  services  from  the  state, 
such  as  interlibrary  loans,  the  state  van  line,  catalogue  cards,  and 
NH  Automated  Information  System.   We  would  also  lose  any  chance  of 
obtaining  Federal  money. 

Because  of  the  multi-level  nature  of  the  building,  the 
difficulty  and  expense  of  making  it  accessible  would  be  extremely 
impractical.   Since  each  level  must  be  accessible,  the  cost  would  be 
enormous — not  only  in  money,  but  in  space.   In  order  to  make  the  twc 


lower  levels  accessible,  part  of  the  already  cramped  library  space 
would  have  to  be  sacrificed  for  an  elevator  and  extra  rest  rooms. 
Even  if  these  measures  were  to  be  taken,  the  obvious  problems  of 
parking  space,  dangerous  streeet  crossing,  and  old  wiring  would 
remain.   The  Trustees  feel  that  the  best  direction  to  take  is  to 
begin  the  process  of  new  library  construction.   The  Rye  Library 
should  continue  to  expand  its  services,  not  cut  back  on  them, 

Susan  Eucklin  Joined  the  staff  this  year  as  the  new  Children's 
Librarian,  replacing  Susan  Torres  Cronin,  who  left  earlier  in  the 
year.   The  Trustees  welcome  her,  and  know  that  she  will  keep  the 
children's  room  an  exciting  and  inspiring  part  of  the  Library. 

The  Library  year  ended  with  the  Annual  Wassail  Party.   The 
Friends  of  the  Library  provided  the  inside  decorations,  and  the 
We?belo  Pack  #133  decorated  the  outside  window  boxes.   All 
contributed  to  the  festive  occasion.   We  were  delighted  at  how  well 
attended  it  was,  and  invite  everyone  to  attend  next  year. 

The  trustees  thank  the  entire  Library  staff  for  their 
dedication  to  the  Libr£-*ry.   We  are  also  qrateful  to  the  Friends  of 
the  Rye  Library,  the  volunteers,  and  all  the  individuals  who  have 
contributed  so  much  time  and  effort  to  make  the  Library  the  part  of 
the  community  that  it  is  today.

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PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Highlights  of  Planning  Board  activities  during  1987  include  the 
following: 

The  Rye  Master  Plan  population  numbers  were  updated.   This 
led  to  a  revision  of  the  historical  and  projected  population 
growth  rates,  establishing  a  proper  basis  for  updating  the  growth 
management  ordinance. 

A  5  year  Capital  Improvements  Program  was  coordinated  with 
town  department  heads  and  adopted  by  the  Planning  Board,  establish- 
ing a  legal  basis  for  continuing  a  growth  management  ordinance. 

A  new  Land  Development  Regulation  replacing  the  existing 
subdivision  and  site  plan  review  regulations  was  prepared.   This 
new  regulation  tightens  development  standards,  including  requiring 
an  impact  statement  for  major  subdivisions. 

Four  zoning  amendments  were  recommended  to  the  voters  in 
March: 

a.  Recodified  (reorganized)  Zoning  Ordinance 

b.  Revised  Growth  Management  Ordinance 

c.  New  "Cluster"  Zoning 

d.  New  Planned  Business  Park 

Voters  approved  a.  and  b.,  but  not  c.  and  d.  above. 

The  Recodified  Zoning  Ordinance,  including  voter  approved 
amendments,  was  published.   A  User  Guide  was  added  to  assist 
persons  using  the  ordinance. 

The  Rules  of  Procedure  guiding  the  Planning  Board  were  pre- 
pared and  adopted  as  required  by  state  laws. 

The  Board  met  with  sixteen  applicants  as  follows: 

a.  Preliminary  consultations  -   9 

b.  Lot  line  adjustments  -  2,  one  approved,  one  continued 
to  1988. 

c.  Site  Plan  Review  -  1  approved 

d.  Subdivision  applications  -  11,  three  approved  creating 
three  new  lots;  three  approved  with  stipulations  that 
had  not  been  met  by  applicants  at  year  end  for  a  total 
of  13  new  lots.   (It  is  anticipated  that  these  lots  will 

be  approved  early  in  1988);four  continued  to  1988  involving 
a  total  of  7  new  lots;   and  two  applications  rejected  for 
a  total  of  9  new  lots. 

During  1987  your  Board  met  47  times  as  follows: 

Regular  meetings  14 
Work  sessions  29 
Special  Public  Hearings    4 
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The  Board  anticipates  the  following  ordinance  work  during 
1988: 

Complete  and  publish  the  new  Land  Development  Ordinance  after 
public  hearing  (s) . 

Examine  the  Rye  Master  Plan,  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  Capital 
Improvements  Program  for  updating. 

Work  on  the  new  Coastal  District  and  the  Recreation/Residential 
District  for  possible  placement  on  the  '89  ballot. 

Our  thanks  to  Maynard  Young,  Jack  Hayes,  and  Francine  Hall  for 
their  past  service  on  the  Board.   We  appreciate  their  dedication 
to  this  important  work.

The  Board  of  Adjustment  had  a  very  busy  schedule  for  1987. 
The  monthly  meetings  avera^ged  five  applications  each.  There 
were  also  two  special  meetings  held  to  accomodate  the 
applicants  schedules.  The  applications  each  require  a  great 
deal  of  consideration  by  the  Board  before  a  decision  is 
rendered. 

As  increased  pressure  is  brought  upon  the  Town  of  Rye  to 
develop  more  land,  the  applicants  have  become  more  creative  in 
their  pursuit  of  variances  and  special  exceptions,  thus 
causing  more  research  and  deliberation  by  the  Board  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  latest  Superior  and  Supreme  Court  decisions, 
along  with  upholding  the  Town  of  Rye  Zoning  Ordinances  as  set 
forth  by  you,  the  voter. 

There  has  also  been  an  increased  number  of  Appeals  from 
Administrative  Decisions  brought  before  the  Board  because  of 
an  increased  number  of  cease  and  desist  orders  issued  by  the 
building  inspector  enforcing  the  ordinances. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  my  appointment  to  the  Board,  the  Building 
Inspectors  Office  for  all  their  assistance,  and  finally  to  the 
Board  members  for  their  dedication  to  the  Board.

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DUMP  COMMITTEE 

The  Dump  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Agent, 
Mr,  Cornelius  "Bud"  Moynahan,  for  his  outstanding  assistance 
and  cooperation  with  the  Dump  Committee. 

During  1987,  your  Dump  Committee  was  involved  in  a  multitude 
of  projects  to  improve  the  waste  management  of  the  dump.   One 
of  the  major  programs  was  recycling.   A  new  ordinance  was 
written  and  proposed  to  the  Selectmen,  who  then  voted  it  into 
law.   This  ordinance  covered  all  aspects  of  recycling  and  the 
disposal  of  metals,  tires,  and  other  materials.   We  are  pleased 
to  say  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  dump  operation  has  been  vastly 
improved.   However,  there  is  still  a  lot  more  to  do.   An  in- 
depth  survey  was  conducted  and  has  provided  us  with  many 
valid  suggestions  from  interested  townspeople,  that  are  under 
consideration  at  the  present  time. 

During  1987,  the  dump  handled  1,400  tons  of  trash.   We 
were  able  to  recycle  a  good  portion  of  this  trash.   We  received 
$1,769  for  the  recycling  of  paper,  $795  for  bottles,  $1,769 
for  cardboard  and  $972  for  aluminum. 

Your  dump  committee  refurbished  one  end  of  the  abandoned 
transfer  station  and  turned  it  into  the  new,  improved  Swap 
Shop.   This  has  turned  out  to  be  the  "best  deal  in  town". 
Everything  if  free  and  all  residents  of  Rye  are  encouraged  to 
visit  the  shop  for  "unknown  treasures". 

At  the  present  time  the  dump  has  two  full  time  employees  and 
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one  part  time  employee.   Our  new  full  time  employee,  Mr.  Roy 
Hill,  has  a  keen  interest  in  recycling, and  the  new  town  dump 
ordinance  is  a  definite  a'sset  to  the  dump.   We  would  also 
like  to  thank  longtime  employee  Mr.  Russell  Bromfield  for  his 
continuing  efforts  to  insure  the  success  of  the  recycling 
program. 

Goals  for  1988  are  to  further  increase  public  awareness 
and  enhance  recycling  through  continued  education  and  parti- 
cipation.

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RYE  AMBULANCE  CORPS 

1987  saw  an  increase  of  nine  (9)  percent  in  the  runs  we 
made  over  last  year.   Fortunately,  most  of  you  have  not 
needed  our  services,  but  for  those  that  have,  we  strive 
to  do  the  very  best  we  can.   Hardly  a  week  goes  by  that  we 
do  not  receive  a  note  of  thanks  for  what  we  have  been  able 
to  do. 

We  have  been  in  our  new  facility  for  over  two  (2)  years 
now,  and  it  has  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory.   We  have 
continued  to  spend  time,  money,  and  effort  to  upgrade 
the  building.   We  have  conducted  two  (2)  Advanced  First 
Aid  courses,  two  (2)  EMT  courses,  plus  many  recertif ication 
classes.   In  addition,  the  facility  is  being  used  by  other 
civic  organizations  for  classes  and  workshops. 

This  year  we  have  had  to  increase  our  subscription  fee 
from  ten  (10)  dollars  to  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  a  year. 
We  are  suffering  from  a  lack  of  people  who  will  make  a 
commitment  to  this  type  of  volunteer  service.   Some  members 
are  serving  forty  (40)  to  sixty  (60)  hours  a  week  to  insure 
that  the  ambulance  duty  is  covered.   This  is  creating  many 
hardships,  especially  for  the  day  shift.   Answers  might 
include  compensation  to  members,  hiring  a  full  time  employee, 
or  some  other  plan;  but  the  officers  and  Board  of  Directors  are 
meeting  to  resolve  the  problem.   The  Corps  has  come  a  long  way 
since  it  was  founded  from  a  very  basic  transport  service  to 
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a  very  technical  life  support  operation.   We  have  expanded 
our  capabilities  which  requires  more  training  and  more  fre- 
quent recertif ication. 

Our  ambulance  is  old  and  will  need  to  be  replaced  soon. 
It  has  experienced  a  great  deal  of  wear,  and  needs  to  be 
upgraded  to  take  advantage  of  new  equipment. 

Finally,  we  want  to  continue  to  provide  the  Town  of  Rye 
with  quality  medical  service  as  an  independent  ambulance 
corps.   To  do  this  we  have  some  problems  to  solve  and  to 
steal  an  old  slogan  "We  need  a  few  good  people"  who 
will  join  us  in  this  very  rewarding  volunteer  service.

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RYE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Rye  Conservation  Commission  continued  its  efforts  to 
protect  and  preserve  the  wetlands  and  marginal  lands  of  Rye 
this  year.   In  addition,  it  has  also  been  involved  in  aquifer 
mapping,  Town  Forest  improvement,  the  Rye  Harbor  dredging  pro- 
ject, salt  marsh  surveys,  and  attempts  at  land  acquisition. 

Approximately  fifteen  wetlands  applications  were  reviewed 
by  the  commission,  the  sites  were  inspected,  and  letters  were 
sent  to  the  State  Wetlands  Board  detailing  our  recommendations 
with  regards  to  each  project.   The  Commission  worked  actively 
with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Building 
Inspector,  and  the  Recreation  Department  in  an  advisory  capacity 
on  several  projects.   Through  all,  we  worked  to  find  solutions 
that  could  benefit  both  the  developer  and  the  environment.   In 
most  newly  developed  areas,  we  are  concerned  that  a  buffer  zone 
be  maintained  around  fresh  or  salt  water  wetlands  so  that  the 
fragile  ecosystems  of  these  areas  can  be  protected.   We  are 
also  concerned  that  no  wetlands  of  significance  are  filled  or 
rerouted  for  building  or  roadway  construction,  thereby  changing 
the  water  movement  patterns  through  any  given  area.   In  spite 
of  strict  wetland  regulations,  there  are  those  who  continue  to 
attempt  to  alter  their  land  without  proper  procedures  being 
followed. 

Another  area  of  concern  to  all  is  the  protection  of  aquifers 
that  supply  our  town  wells.   The  exact  routes  of  these  under- 
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ground  water  supplies  are  currently  in  the  third  year  of  study 
by  the  State  and  Federal  Governments.   It  is  hoped  that,  from 
these  studies,  plans  can  be  formulated  to  protect  our  vital 
water  supply. 

The  Commission  is  working  with  the  Junior  High  School 
science  department  to  develop  a  project  to  identify  and 
label  the  vegetation  on  the  most  frequently  used  trails  in 
the  Town  Forest.   Preliminary  discussion  are  also  being  held 
with  State  forestry  experts  to  formulate  solid  management 
plans  to  enhance  the  growth  in  the  Town  Forest. 

The  issue  of  the  disposal  of  dredge  material  from  Rye 
Harbor  remains  unresolved.   Although  this  Commission,  Town 
officials,  and  many  State  officials  have  urged  the  offshore 
disposal  of  this  material,  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 
continues  to  insist  that  the  wetland  site  across  from  the 
harbor  be  used  and  does  not  appear  to  be  responsive  to 
those  of  us  to  whom  it  means  the  most. 

Because  the  Commission  realizes  the  importance  of 
salt  marshes,  it  applied  for  and  has  been  awarded  a  grant 
from  Coastal  Zone  Management  through  the  Office  of  State 
Planning  to  expand  a  study  of  coastal  marshes  done  in  1986. 
The  purpose  of  this  project  will  be  to  study  ways  in  which, 
through  proper  engineering  and  culverting,  tidal  flow  in 
the  marshes  can  be  enhanced,  thereby  creating  healthier 
marshes. 

As  we  look  to  the  future,  we  see  the  role  of  this  Commission 
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continuing  to  expand  in  several  areas.   We  plan  to  use  our 
land  acquisition  funds  wisely  and  with  restraint,  exploring 
all  avenues  of  State  and  Federal  assistance  for  purchases 
where  applicable.   We  are  always  interested  in  talking  with 
landowners  regarding  land  donations  or  the  reasonable  sale 
of  marginal  land  in  order  to  protect  the  vital  wildlife 
habitats,  water  sheds,  and  open  spaces  that  those  of  us  who 
live  here  have  come  to  cherish.

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Civil  De-fense  Director's  Report 

During  1987  there  were,  -fortunately,  no  emergencies,  either  natural  or 
man  made,  which  required  the  involvement  of  civil  de-fense.  The  principal 
activities  have  again  been  related  to  the  Seabrook  Station  emergency  planning 
process. 

A  meeting  was  scheduled,  with  the  assistance  o-f  Representative  Ritzo, 
between  the  state  director  of  civil  defense  and  the  Rye  selectmen  in  the  month 
of  July.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  be  to  explore  the  obstacles  to 
delivery  of  communications  equipment  to  the  town.  The  equipaent,  which  had  been 
made  available  by  PSNH,  has  been  held  in  storage  by  the  state  rather  than  being 
issued  to  the  town.  The  state  has  cited  "political  differences"  as  the  reason. 
The  meeting  ultimately  did  not  occur  because  the  state  director  failed  to  show 
up  at  the  agreed  time  at  Rye  Town  Hall.  We  were  later  informed  by 
Representative  Ritzo  that  the  state  director  had  left  on  vacation  instead  of 
appearing  for  the  meeting. 

As  the  local  civil  defense  director  for  Rye  I  was  asked  to  testify  at  the 
Atomic  Safety  and  Licensing  Board  hearings.  After  considerable  discussion  by 
the  attorneys,  the  chairman.  Judge  Ivan  Smith,  ruled  that  even  though  the  Isles 
of  Shoals  are  a  part  of  Rye,  and  Rye  is  part  of  the  evacuation  zone,  no 
discussion  of  planning  for  the  islands  would  be  allowed.  The  town's  position 
was  otherwise  fully  examined  in  testimony  lasting  about  three  hours. 

It  can  be  expected  that  the  Seabrook  Station  problen  will  continue  to  be 
the  major  civil  defense  concern  of  Rye  for  at  least  another  year  as  the  recent 
developments  at  PSNH  sort  themselves  out.

The  Rve  Historic  District  Commission  is  responsible  for 
preservinq  the  buildinqs  uithin  the  District,  encouraging 
their  maintenance,  insuring  that  neu  structures  and 
alterations  to  existing  structures  are    in  visual  harmony  with 
their  neighbors,  ar.d  revieuing  neu  uses  of  land  or  buildings 
ij  it  hi  in  the  District.   The  purpose  is  to  preserve  the 
cultural,  social,  economic,  political,  and  architectural 
history  of  the  Toun  of  Rye.  maintain  property  values  uithin 
the  District,  foster  civic  beauty,  strengthen  the  local 
economy,  and  generally  provide  an  opportunity  to  benefit  the 
education,  pleasure,  and  uelfare  of  all  the  citizens  of  the 
t  oun  . 

The  Comrriission  meets  as  needed  to  fulfill  the 
responsibilities  stated  above-   In  addition,  public  hearings 
are  held  on  applications  that  require  public  comment.   One 
public  hearing  uas  held  in  1987  to  obtain  public  testimony  on 
the  proposed  changes  to  the  store  at  566  Washington  Road  that 
is  to  becorfie  a  real  estate  office. 

The  Commission  uelcomes  public  input.   Any  resident  of  the 
Toun  of  Rye  is  welcome  to  attend  any  Commission  meeting  and 
to  contact  any  member  of  the  Commission  with  suggestions  and 
issues.   The  purpose  of  the  Commission  is  to  serve  the 
residents  of  the  Toun  of  Rye,  and  ue  welcome  the  support  of 
the  community  in  doing  this.

I  am  pleased  to  report 
that,  with  the  combined  efforts  of  Mr.  Arthur  Chagnon,  a  State 
of  New  Hampshire  inspector,  74%  of  the  food  establishments  in 
Rye  are  now  in  compliance. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  served  the  community  of  Rye  for 
another  year,  and  I  look  forward  to  many  more.

Article  1.   To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officials  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  2.   To  choose  all  necessary  School  District  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year;  results  recorded  by  the  School 
District  Clerk. 

Article  3.   The  change  the  term  of  office  for  the  Town  Treasurer 
from  one  to  three  years.  Adopted. 

Article  4.   To  amend  the  Rye  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the 
Rye  Planning  Board.   There  were  four  (4)  proposed 
amendments: 

Amendment  1.   To  adopt  the  September  1986  Reorganized  and  Updated 
Zoning  Ordinance  text  as  a  replacement  for  the  present  outdated 
Zoning  Ordinance  text.  Adopted 

Amendment  2.   To  replace  the  existing  Section  XVIII  Growth 
Management  Ordinance  with  the  new  Growth  Management  Ordinance 
prepared  by  the  Planning  Board  which  relates  building  permits 
granted  per  year  and  new  subdivision  lots  allowed  per  year  to 
the  Rye  annual  growth  rate  of  1.75%  established  by  the  Rye 
Master  Plan.  Adopted 

Amendment  3.   To  adopt   Section  IV-A  Cluster  Subdivisions, 
which  allows  single  family  house  lots  of  30,000  square  feet  and 
120  feet  frontage  with  the  requirement  that  significant  open 
spaces  be  permanently  preserved  to  retain  present  overall  density 
of  one  dwelling  per  acre.    (This  amendment  received  a  tie  vote 
at  the  March  10,  1987  election  and  a  Recount  was  done  on  March  25, 
1987.   Results:   Yes  =  504;  No  =  511)  Defeated 

Amendment  4.   To  adopt  the  proposed  Planned  Business  park  District, 
Section  VIII,  which  includes  regulations  consisting  of  a  minimum  of 
30  acres  having  access  to  Route  1  with  at  least  20%  of  the  land 
preserved  as  common  open  spaces;  and,  to  reclassify  (rezone)  the 
old  airport  tract  parcel  numbers  14-6,  14-7,  14-39,  and  14-40 
from  Commercial  to  Planned  Business  Park.      Adopted 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  RYE,  N.H. 
MARCH  14,  1987 


At  10:00  a.m.  on  the  lAth  day  of  March,  1987,  the  business  portion 
of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Pro  Tempore 
Douglas  R.  Gray.   Judge  Gray  announced  that  there  were  baby  sitting  ser- 
vices in  the  library  and  lunch  would  be  available,  prepared  by  the  wives 
of  the  firefighters.   The  moderator  read  the  results  of  the  ballot  voting 
which  took  place  Tuesday,  March  10,  1987.   (see  attached) 

The  moderator  stated  that  he  had  a  request  that  Article  18  be  taken  up 
before  Article  5. 

ARTICLE  18.   On  petition  of  Frances  I.  Holway,  and  fourteen  others,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  disallow  the  tabling  of  any  petitioned  article 
until  after  the  petitioner  and  two  (2)  other  persons  have  had  an  opportunity 
to  speak. 

Moderator  Gray  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  indicating  how  many  were  in  favor 
of  taking  up  Article  18  out  of  order.   He  declared  the  vote  to  be  in  favor 
and  said  we  will  now  take  up  Article  18. 

Frances  Holway  spoke  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  article,  and  she  moved 
the  adoption  of  Article  18.   John  Moynahan  seconded  her  motion.   The  modera- 
tor called  for  a  vote.   Show  of  hands.  Article  18  declared  adopted. 

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  moderator  to  appoint 
three  citizens  to  serve  on  a  special  unpaid  committee  to  be  known  as  Regional 
Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  advisability 
of  establishing  a  regional  refuse  disposal  district  and  drawing  up  a  proposed 
agreement;  therefore,  as  authorized  by  RSA  53:B. 

Elizabeth  A.  Greene  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  5,  seconded  by  William 
Jenness.   The  moderator  called  for  a  vote.   Show  of  hands.  Article  5  declared 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seventy 
two  hundred  and  ninety  three  ($7,293)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
the  expense  of  the  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee  established 
in  Article  5.   (This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Elizabeth  A.  Greene  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  6,  seconded  by  William 
Jenness.   Mrs.  Greene  urged  passage  of  the  article.   Show  of  hands.   Article 
6  declared  adopted.   ($7,293.00) 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  from 
the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  ninety  nine  thousand  ($99,000)  dollars 
to  be  used  as  an  offset  to  the  following  appropriations;  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  to  share  in  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck 
and  twenty  nine  thousand  ($29,000)  dollars  to  purchase  equipment  for  the 
Highway  Department.   The  balance  of  twenty  thousand  ($20,000)  dollars  to 
be  used  to  renovate  the  Recycling  Building.   This  will  deplete  the  Federal 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  as  ordered  by  October  1,  1987.   (This  article  is  recom- 
mended by  the  Budget  Committee.)

Selectman  Jack  Tobey  moved  adoption  of  Article  7,  seconded  by  John  Moyna- 
han. 

Mr.  Tobey  spoke  to  the  article,  explaining  the  the  law  said  we  must  expend 
this  money  by  October  1987  and  that  the  Selectmen  felt  this  was  the  best 
way  to  do  that. 

Edward  Bromfield  asked  where  it  was  planned  to  house  the  new  ladder  truck. 
Fire  Chief  George  Moynahan  said  it  would  take  the  better  part  of  the  year 
before  the  new  truck  which  is  taken  up  in  the  next  article,  would  be  de- 
livered.  In  that  time  they  hoped  to  put  forth  a  proposal  which  would  take 
care  of  the  problem  of  housing  the  vehicle. 

Judge  Flynn  noted  that  this  matter  of  a  ladder  truck  had  been  defeated 

at  a  previous  Town  meeting  and  asked  what  new  high-rise  buildings  had  been 

built  in  Rye  since  that  time  that  justify  the  expenditure  of  $250,000. 

Dwight  Hamsley  mentioned  the  buildings  at  the  dump. 

Chief  Moynahan  spoke  of  the  various  ways  a  ladder  truck  would  be  useful 
to  his  department.   There  was  some  discussion  with  members  of  the  audience 
regarding  the  availability  of  a  ladder  truck  at  the  end  of  Lang  Road  at 
the  Portsmouth  Fire  Department  Sub  Station.   The  question  of  manpower  was 
raised  and  the  Chief  responded  that  the  addition  of  this  truck  should  aid 
in  that  situation  so  that  less  manpower  would  be  needed. 

Ralph  Hammond  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Aldrich  Mitchell,  Jr. 
Moderator  Gray  stated  that  the  motion  required  a  two-third  majority  vote 
to  carry,  and  called  for  a  show  of  hands.   MOTION  TO  MOVE  THE  QUESTION 
CARRIED.   The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  7.   Show  of  hands. 
Article  7  declared  adopted.    ($99,000.00  from  Revenue  Sharing) 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  ($250,000)  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  an  engine/ladder 
truck  to  replace  a  1956  fire  engine,  by  withdrawing  one  hundred  seventy 
six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  eight  ($176,748)  dollars  plus  accrued 
interest  from  the  Fire  Department  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  fifty 
thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Account  and 
the  balance  of  twenty  three  thousand  two  hundred  fifty  two  ($23,252)  dollars 
to  be  raised  by  taxes.   (This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Chief  Moynahan  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  8,  seconded  by  Walter  Dockham. 

Chief  Moynahan  spoke  to  the  article,  pointing  out  that  it  wasn't  so  much 
the  height  that  they  were  looking  for  with  this  ladder  truck,  as  much  as 
reach. 

Harold  Sleeper,  Budget  Committee  member,  pointed  out  that  the  article  has 
been  changed  since  the  Public  Hearing  in  that  the  $176,748  was  $186,748 
when  the  Public  Hearing  was  held;  and  the  $23,252  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
was  $13,252. 
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The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  8.   Show  of  hands.   Article 

8  declared  adopted.    ($250,000.00) 

ARTICLE  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  sixty  one  hundred  ($6,100)  dollars  to  perform  the  testing  of  the  monitoring 
wells  at  the  landfill  closure  located  on  Breakfast  Hill  Road,  Town  of  Rye. 
The  sum  is  for  four  (4)  quarterly  testings  as  required  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  in  accordance  with  the  state 
requirements  for  landfill  closures.   (This  article  is  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee.) 

Selectman  Jack  Tobey  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  9,  seconded  by  J. P. 
Nadeau.    Mr.  Tobey  said  we  are  mandated  by  the  state  to  monitor  the 
quality  of  this  closed  landfill.   This  first  year  will  have  to  be  on  a 
quarterly  basis,  thereafter  unless  there  appears  to  be  a  serious  problem 
it  will  only  have  to  be  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  9.   Show  of  hands.  Article 

9  declared  adopted.      ($6,100.00) 

ARTICLE  10.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  the  position  of  Adminis- 
trative Assistant  to  the  Selectmen,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  ($30,000)  dollars  to  defray  the  cost  of  hiring  and  for 
the  payment  of  a  salary.   The  Administrative  Assistant  shall  be  a  college 
graduate  with  experience  in  municipal  administration,  and  be  familiar  with 
the  state  and  federal  statutes  regarding  town  government.   (This  article 
is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Selectman  Jack  Tobey  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  10,  seconded  by  Frances 
Holway . 

Mr.  Tobey  spoke  in  favor  of  this  article,  saying  that  in  years  past  we 
have  had  at  least  one  person  who  has  been  able  to  devote  nearly  full  time 
to  the  affairs  of  the  town,  one  not  necessarily  skilled  in  this  and  we've 
had  mixed  results.   He  said  we  definitely  need  a  professional  administrator. 
Mr.  Tobey  said  the  person  who  would  be  the  administrative  assistant  would 
also  have  the  capability  of  being  the  assessor  which  would  save  the  town 
around  $8,000.   Mrs.  Holway,  Harold  Sleeper  and  Mr.  Tobey  discussed  the 
$30,000  figure  and  Mr.  Tobey  said  this  was  not  a  salary  amount  but  is  meant 
to  also  cover  the  costs  of  hiring  the  person. 

Mrs.  Greene  spoke  in  favor,  pointing  out  that  any  business  which  spent 
2 J  million  a  year  would  not  operate  with  three  part  time  directors. 
Howard  Heflin  asked  what  sort  of  authority  this  man  would  exercise,  to 
which  Mr.  Tobey  responded  that  we  are  after  an  administrative  assistant, 
not  a  town  manager.   The  AA  reports  directly  to  the  Selectmen  who  are  still 
the  governing  body  of  the  town. 

Beverly  Grimes  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article.  Mr.  Tobey  pointed  out  that 
the  School  already  has  an  Administrator  and  has  had  for  some  time. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  10.   Show  of  hands.   Article 
10  declared  adopted.    ($30,000,00) 
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ARTICLE  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  ($20,000)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  renting,  leasing  and/or  buying 
a  building  for  the  Rye  Police  Department  and  to  authorize  the  Rye  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  such  under  whatever  terms  the 
Selectmen  deem  appropriate.   (This  Article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee. ) 

Police  Chief  Walter  Dockham  moved  the  adoption  of  this  article,  seconded 
by  Betsy  Greene. 

Chief  Dockham  said  he  was  asking  for  $20,000  to  be  able  to  negotiate,  with 
the  Selectmen,  for  a  lease/purchase  of  a  building  within  the  community 
for  the  Police  Department. 

After  discussion,  Gregory  Kendall  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Aldrich 
Mitchell,  Jr.   The  moderator  pointed  out  the  need  for  a  2/3  majority  and 
called  for  a  show  of  hands.   MOTION  TO  MOVE  THE  QUESTION  CARRIED. 
The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  11.   Show  of  hands.   Article 
11  declared  adopted.    ($20,000.00) 

ARTICLE  12.   On  petition  of  Elizabeth  A.  Greene,  and  thirteen  (13)  others, 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  ($100,000)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  low  ground 
pressure  hydraulic  backhoe  for  drainage  work  and  ditch  maintenance  on  salt 
marshes  in  order  to  control  mosquitoes  and  to  rejuvenate  the  salt  marshes. 
(This  article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Elizabeth  A.  Greene  moved  the  adoption  of  this  article,  seconded  by  Aldrich 
Mitchell,  Jr.    Mrs.  Greene  then  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  "provide 
funding  for  the  preliminary  site  work  in  the  amount  of  $5600".   Mr.  Tobey 
seconded  her  amendment.   Mrs.  Greene  explained  that  her  amendment  was  meant 
as  a  substitute  for  the  article.   Mrs.  Greene  said  she  didn't  feel  the 
town  was  prepared  to  spend  $100,000  on  this  at  this  point,  but  that  she 
felt  the  purchase  of  this  equipment  in  the  near  future  was  absolutely 
essential  in  order  to  preserve  the  health  of  our  marshes. 

Harold  Sleeper  asked  the  moderator  to  rule  on  the  amendment,  stating  that 
it  changes  the  meaning  of  the  article  and  that  it  has  not  been  properly 
warned  so  that  he  felt  it  was  improper. 

J.  P.  Nadeau  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  to  read  "To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,600  for  the  purpose  of  prelimin- 
ary drainage  site  work  and  ditch  maintenance  on  salt  marshes  in  order  to 
control  mosquitoes  and  to  rejuvenate  the  salt  marshes'.'  Motion  seconded 
by  Jack  Tobey.   Town  counsel  J. P.  Nadeau  explained  the  amendment  and  ruled 
that  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  would  agree  with  this  amendment 
because  it's  for  lesser  of  the  intended  purpose  of  the  original  article. 
The  moderator  reread  the  amendment.   Sarah  Tillotson  MacGregor,  Mosquito 
Control,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.   After  discussion  about  mosquito 
control  and  the  health  of  Rye  salt  marshes,  Richard  Tompkins  moved  the 
question,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey.   Two-thirds  majority  to  pass.   After 
a  show  of  hands,  the  motion  to  move  the  question  was  declared  carried. 
The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  12,  as  amended.   Show  of  hands. 
Article  12,  as  amended,  declared  adopted.   ($5,600.00) 
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ARTICLE  13.   On  petition  of  D.  Jeffrey  Dietrich,  and  twelve  others,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  RENEW  Counseling  Center  of  Rye, 
N.H.  (a  non-profit  organization  offering  its  service  to  the  public  on  a 
sliding  fee  basis)  for  counseling  services  rendered  to  residents  and  families 
of  the  Town  of  Rye.   (This  article  is  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

It  was  moved  by  Richard  Tompkins,  seconded  by  Dwight  Hamsley,  that  Article 
13  be  adopted.   Mr.  Tompkins  said  he  felt  it  unfortunate  that  this  article 
was  the  cheapest  one  to  be  considered  today  and  yet  was  the  only  one  not 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.   He  urged  adoption  of  the  article. 
Dwight  Hamsley  asked  if  someone  from  the  Budget  Committee  would  explain 
why  this  wasn't  recommended.   Harold  Sleeper,  Budget  Committee  Chairman, 
said  this  article  came  before  the  committee  three  times;   no  one  came  to 
answer  our  questions  as  to  why  it  should  be  passed;  if  they  didn't  worry 
about  it  any  more  than  that,  we  figured  that  they  didn't  want  it  very  bad. 
Guy  Chichester  said  he  thought  a  thousand  dollars  is  a  great  bargain. 
The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  13.   Show  of  hands.   Article 
13  declared  adopted.      ($1,000.00) 

ARTICLE  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reaffirm  its  long  standing 
position  that  the  emergency  planning  for  Seabrook  Station  does  not  provide 
adequate  safety  for  the  people  of  Rye  in  the  event  of  a  major  accident 
at  Seabrook  Station  and  that  no  operating  license  should  be  issued  unless 
the  emergency  plan  is  approved  by  majority  vote  of  Town  Meeting  after  a 
public  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

David  MacDonald  moved  adoption  of  Article  14,  seconded  by  J. P.  Nadeau. 
Mr.  MacDonald  said  the  article  was  intended  to  get  a  sense  from  the 
townspeople  as  to  whether  or  not  they  approved  of  the  direction  taken 
by  the  Selectmen  with  regard  to  emergency  planning  for  Seabrook  Station. 

Herbert  Drake  spoke  of  other  potential  emergency  situations  as  did 
Lester  Stevens  who  also  said  he  didn't  believe  the  road  system  in  the 
area  would  make  evacuation  possible.   Betty  Tobey  said  this  was  one 
of  few  opportunities  for  the  people  of  Rye  to  get  involved  in  some 
constructive  decision  making.   If  there  is  an  evacuation,  nobody  should 
worry.   First  of  all,  you  won't  be  able  to  get  out  on  the  road  and 
secondly,  if  you  got  out  on  the  road  you  wouldn't  be  able  to  buy  gas. 
Mr.  Wiebold  asked  for  an  accounting  of  how  much  of  the  Town's  dollars 
have  gone  to  fight  Public  Service  Co.  of  N.H.    Richard  Sherwin  asked 
what  was  being  done  to  protect  the  rest  of  the  public  who  don't  believe 
that  Seabrook  is  going  to  be  a  problem.   He  asked  further  what  was  being 
done  to  protect  the  public  in  case  it  does  go  on  line  and  you  lose? 
Sue  Graves  said  the  issue  is  are  the  NRC  and  Public  Service  taking  proper 
precautions  to  protect  the  public  safety. 
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Article  14,  continued.    Eugene  Ritzo  spoke  of  plans  being  in  place  right 
now  and  said  that  whether  you  are  for  or  against  Seabrook,  you  can  be 
assured  that  in  the  event  of  any  kind  of  emergency,  we  could  adapt  our- 
selves to  cope  with  that  emergeijcy.   Guy  Chichester  said  that  this  article 
has  to  do  with  human  beings  at  our  level  of  understanding  and  decision 
making,  having  an  opportunity  to  vote  and  consider  what  is  before  us. 
We  are  in  a  position  now  in  which  we  see  a  utility  and  a  Federal  agency, 
the  NRC,   trying  to  change  the  rules  because  people  have  insisted  on  the 
right  to  vote  and  to  make  judgements  about  their  own  safety.   J. P.  Nadeau 
pointed  out  that  the  article  did  not  have  to  be  put  into  this  year's  warrant 
and  it  only  gives  guidance,  direction,  and  makes  a  statement.   He  said 
the  eyes  of  the  state  and  federal  government  are  watching  the  town  meetings, 
particularly  the  towns  in  the  immediate  area  of  Seabrook  that  have  been 
struggling.   He  spoke  further  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  plans  to  evacuate 
the  area.   Mr.  Nadeau  said  that  the  history  is  that  in  an  emergency,  the 
public  is  the  last  to  hear  about  it  when  the  nuclear  industry  is  involved. 
He  said  this  article  is  not  going  to  defeat  Seabrook,  but  it  preserves 
for  the  public  their  right  to  give  imput  every  step  of  the  way. 

Beverly  Grimes  moved,  seconded  by  Barbara  Flynn,  to  move  the  question. 
Requires  a  two  thirds  vote.    The  moderator  called  for  a  show  of  hands. 
MOTION  TO  MOVE  THE  QUESTION  CARRIED.    The  moderator  called  for  a  vote 
on  Article  14.    Show  of  hands.   Article  14  declared  adopted. 

ARTICLE  15.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  re-name  the  Rye  Town  Hall, 
"The  Robert  B.  Goss  Municipal  Building",  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  an  appropriate  sign 
Indicating  the  name  on  the  front  of  the  building  and  an  appropriate  bronze 
plaque  near  the  side  entry  of  the  building.   (This  article  is  recommended 
by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

John  Coffey  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  15,  seconded  by  J. P.  Nadeau. 
The  moderator  announced  that  he  had  received  a  request  for  secret  ballot 
on  this  article,  signed  by  the  requisite  number  of  people. 

Shirley  Tibbetts  spoke  of  her  nine  years  as  Selectman  with  Bob  Goss  and 
said  he  taught  her  that  if  the  town  gives  you  a  nickel  to  spend,  you  spend 
a  nickel,  not  6c.   She  urged  adoption  of  the  article. 

John  Coffey  said  he  thought  this  was  an  entirely  appropriate  memorial. 
Mr.  Coffey  said  there  were  two  qualities  of  Bob  Goss  that  he  treasured 
and  valued:   his  complete  candor  and  his  forthright  nature.   He  urged 
the  passage  of  the  article,  saying  that  if  anything  the  memorial  is  not 
enough  for  this  man. 

Alex  Herlihy  amended  the  article  to  change  "Municipal  Building"  to 
"Town  Hall".   Guy  Chichester  seconded  the  motion. 

Frances  Holway  said  she  thought  perhaps  we  should  rethink  how  we  want 
to  remember  some  of  these  people  and  that  there  may  be  a  better  way. 
After  discussion  about  Mr.  Goss'  contribution  to  the  Town  and  whether 
or  not  naming  the  Town  Hall  after  him  was  the  best  memorial,  the  moderator 
called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.   Show  of  hands.   Amendment  to  article 
15  is  passed. 
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Secret  Ballot  vote  on  Article  15,  as  amended.   Yes  =  166;  No  =  74. 
Article  15,  as  amended  declared  adopted.   ($1,500.00) 

ARTICLE  16.   On  petition  of  Dwight  Hamsley  and  ten  others,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  Mosquito  Department,  Rye,  N.H.  to  return 
to  carrying  back  packs  for  the  distribution  of  chemical  sprays  to  kill 
mosqultos  in  the  marsh  tidal  pools  because  the  current  method  of  driving 
an  eight  wheeled  vehicle  has  proved  detrimental  to  the  marshes  by   leaving 
deep  scaring  tire  tracks,  and  if  approved  the  ATV  vehicle  be  sold,  and 
the  money  used  to  hire  part-time  help  to  carry  the  packs,  or  the  ATV  vehicle 
be  kept  for  emergencies  and/or  made  available  for  the  Rye  Police,  Fire, 
and  Highway  Department's  use. 

It  was  moved  by  Dwight  Hamsley  that  Article  16  be  adopted.   Guy  Chichester 
seconded  his  motion.   Mr.  Hamsley  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article  and  presented 
a  group  of  slides  showing  tire  marks  across  a  marsh  area. 

Sarah  Tillotson  MacGregor,  Mosquito  Control  Department  Head,  spoke  of  the 
fact  that  the  human  foot  exerts  more  pounds  per  square  inch  than  the  tires 
of  the  ATV.   She  said  the  tire  marks  are  temporary.   She  noted  that  other 
vehicles  traverse  the  marshes,  and  that  she  has  seen  marks  left  by  them 
in  areas  where  she  has  never  taken  the  ATV.   Mrs.  MacGregor  said  the  ATV 
has  saved  the  town  $4,000  last  year  and  that  is  the  most  effective  method 
we  have  of  controlling  the  mosquitos. 

Chief  Dockham  spoke  of  the  time  last  summer  that  the  ATV  assisted  his  de- 
partment in  an  investigation  by  aiding  them  in  the  search  of  a  marsh  area. 
He  said,  too,  that  the  tire  marks  had  disappeared  very  quickly. 

Aldrich  Mitchell  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Therisi  Zartarian.   Two 
thirds  needed  for  passage.   SHOW  OF  HANDS.   MOTION  TO  MOVE  THE  QUESTION 
CARRIED.   The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  16.   Show  of  hands. 
Article  16  declared  defeated. 

ARTICLE  17.   On  petition  of  Dwight  Hamsley  and  thirteen  others,  to  see 

if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  banning  of  any  type  of  hunting  within 

the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Rye  until  voted  otherwise. 

It  was  moved  by  Frances  Holway,  seconded  by  John  Moynahan,  that  this  article 
be  adopted. 

Herbert  Drake  said  that  many  towns  have  contemplated  this  measure  and  that 
it  had  been  found  unconstitutional. He  introduced  the  District  Chief  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Fish  and  Game  Department  who  informed  the  meeting  of 
the  problems  an  article  like  this  creates.   The  Lieutenant  said  that  the 
court  has  ruled  that  town  law  cannot  be  inconsistent  with  the  state,  in 
1960.   The  moderator  clarified  this  by  saying  that  the  town  cannot  enact 
a  law  prohibiting  hunting  because  it  is  regulated  by  State  law. 

Judge  Flynn  moved  the  tabling  of  Article  17,  seconded  by  Aldrich  Mitchell, 
Jr.    The  moderator  ruled  that  in  accordance  with  the  adoption  of  Article 
18,  the  petitioner  Dwight  Hamsley,  must  be  allowed  to  speak.   Mr.  Hamsley 
said  that  if  the  town  approved  this  the  Selectmen  could  go  to  court  to 
represent  us.    Representative  Elizabeth  Greene  said  that  she  thought  we

shouldn't  be  in  court  anymore  than  we  have  to.   She  noted  that  the  simplest 
thing  to  do  would  be  to  approacK  one  of  our  Representatives  and  ask  that 
a  bill  be  introduced  in  the  legislature  to  ban  hunting. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  tabling  Article  17.   Show  of  hands. 
Article  17  declared  Tabled. 

ARTICLE  19.   On  petition  of  William  C.  Bradley,  and  eleven  others,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  all  residents 
by  directing  Town  public  safety  officials  to  ensure  that  Town  emergency 
plans  take  into  consideration  the  operation  of  Seabrook  Station,  providing 
that  the  cost  of  these  plans  will  be  borne  by  the  Seabrook  owners  through 
existing  agreements  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   These  plans  shall 
be  developed  regardless  of  any  decision  to  reduce  the  official  Emergency 
Planning  Zone  around  Seabrook  Station. 

It  was  moved  by  Ron  Sher,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Rowe,  that  this  article  be 
adopted.   Selectman  Tobey  asked  if  William  Bradley  was  here  to  speak  on 
the  article.  (Dr.  Bradley  was  not  present.) 

J. P.  Nadeau  spoke  against  tha.  article,  saying  that  it  was  very  deceptive 
and  has  been  placed  on  various  town  warrants  by  Public  Service  Company. 
Atty.  Nadeau  pointed  out  that  the  owners  of  the  plant  have  to  pay  for 
the  preparation  of  plans  anyhow;  nothing  we  do  here  \»111  change  that. 
Similarly,  the  plans  are  going  to  be  developed  regardless  of  any  reduction 
of  the  zone.   The  Bill  of  Rights  of  the  Constitution  already  direct  your 
representatives  to  protect  your  health  and  safety,  and  they  take  an  oath 
to  do  so.   The  article  is  nothing  more  than  a  ploy  to  try  and  get  these 
towns  to  look  like  they're  supporting  Seabrook. 

Andrew  Doherty  said  if  we  vote  no  we  make  a  statement  which  says  we  are 
uncooperative  with  the  NRC.   Either  way,  we've  been  had.   For  these  reasons, 
he  moved  to  Table  Article  19  forever,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey. 

The  moderator  allowed  Ron  Sher  to  speak  for  the  petitioner.  Bill  Bradley. 

Ron  Sher  said  he  assisted  in  the  circulation  of  the  petition  with  Bill 
Bradley.   He  said  he  wanted  to  make  it  clear  that  he  worked  at  Seabrook 
Station  and  was  very  familiar  with  the  process  of  Emergency  Planning. 
He  said  plans  for  the  Town  of  Rye  have  already  been  submitted  to  the  Federal 
government  for  review.   He  said  voting  "yes"  on  this  article  means  that 
we  want  our  public  officials  from  the  Town  of  Rye  to  be  involved  with  the 
planning  process.   Otherwise  the  Federal  government  could  license  Seabrook 
based  on  the  plans  developed  for  the  town  by  the  state. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  Motion  to  Table  Article  19.   Show 
of  hands.   Article  19  declared  Tabled. 
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ARTICLE  20.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  waive  the  fee  to  be  charged  for  a 
permit  to  register  one  motor  vehicle  owned  by  any  person  who  was  captured 
and  incarcerated  for  thirty  days  or  more  while  serving  in  a  qualifying 
war  or  armed  conflict  as  defined  in  RSA  72:78,  IV  and  who  was  honorably 
discharged,  providing  the  person  has  provided  the  Town  Clerk,  with  satis- 
factory proof  of  these  circumstances. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  Aldrich  Mitchell,  that  this  article 
be  adopted. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  20.   Show  of  hands.   Article 
20  declared  adopted. 

ARTICLE  21.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  implement  a  Snow 

Obstruction  Town  Ordinance  to  read  as  follows:  —  "No  person  shall 

put  or  place  or  cause  to  be  put  or  placed  any  snow  or  ice  upon  the  right 

of  way  or  travelled  portion  of  any  Town  highway  or  State  maintained  highway 

with  the  Town  of  Rye  for  any  purpose.   Any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  a 

violation  if  a  natural  person,  or  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if  any  other 

person." 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  Chief  Dockham,  that  this  article 
be  adopted. 

Chief  Dockham  spoke  of  the  problems  caused  by  people  causing  snow  to  be 
pushed  or  placedin  the  road,  and  he  asked  that  this  article  be  adopted 
for  public  safety. 

After  some  discussion  about  the  wording  of  the  article,  the  moderator  called 
for  a  vote.   Show  of  hands.   Article  21  declared  adopted. 

ARTICLE  22.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting, 
money  from  the  state,  federal,  or  governmental  unit  or  private  sources 
which  become  available  during  the  fiscal  year.   Pursuant  to  NH  RSA  31:95-b 
as  amended. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  Aldrich  Mitchell,  Jr.,  that  this 
article  be  adopted.   There  was  no  discussion. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  22.   Show  of  hands.   Article 

22  declared  adopted. 

ARTICLE  23.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  Sue  Graves,  that  this  article  be 
adopted.   No  discussion. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  23.   Show  of  hands.   Article 

23  declared  adopted. 
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ARTICLE  24.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget,  submitted 
by  the  Budget  Committee  and  pass  any  vote  in  lelation  thereto,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges 
for  the  Calendar  year  1987. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  Susan  Elsea,  that  this  Article 
be  adopted. 

Jack  Tobey  moved  to  amend  the  budget,  article  24,  in  the  amount  of  $177,500; 
$127,500  to  repave  town  roads  as  per  the  highway  agent's  schedule  and  $50,000 
to  build  a  new  transfer  station.   $20,000  of  the  $50,000  to  be  transferred 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  account.   Frances  Holway  seconded  the  motion. 

Jack  Tobey  explained  his  amendment.   Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
Harold  Sleeper,  questioned  the  legality  of  the  amendment,  saying  that  the 
people  were  not  warned  of  an  expenditure  of  $127,000  for  the  highway  depart- 
ment.    Selectman  Tobey  explained  the  necessity  of  these  additional  funds. 
Charlie  Sleeper  asked  for  assurance  that  this  time  a  transfer  station  would 
be  built  "right".    Paula  Snyder,  Budget  Committee  Member,  questioned 
the  figure  of  $50,000  for  the  transfer  station.   She  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  to  now  read  $30,000  to  build  a  new  transfer  station,  rather  than 
the  $50,000  first  stated.   Mr.  Tobey  agreed.    Mrs.  Sndyer  moved  to  further 
amend  the  article  by  reducing  the  budget  by  $10,000. 

Frances  Holway  pointed  out  that  we  have  two  completely  different  things 
that  we're  talking  about.   She  said  that  in  view  of  Mr.  Sleeper's  question 
as  to  the  legality  of  adding  $127,000,  she  would  move  to  add  $127,000.00 
to  Line  68  Contracted  Services  of  the  Highway  Department.   J. P.  Nadeau 
seconded  her  motion. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Mrs.  Holway 's  amendment  to  add  $127,000 
to  line  68  Contracted  Services  of  the  Highway  Department.   Show  of  hands. 
$127,000.00  declared  added  to  line  68  of  the  Budget. 

Frances  Holway  questioned  the  wording  of  Article  7. 

The  moderator  called  for  discussion  on  Mr.  Tobey's  amendment. 

Mr.  Ashley  moved  debate  be  limited,  seconded  by  Mr.  Tobey.   SHOW  OF  HANDS. 

MOTION  TO  MOVE  THE  QUESTION  IS  DECLARED  CARRIED. 

Judge  Gray  restated  the  amendment:   To  amend  the  budget,  article  24,  in 
the  amount  of  $30,000  to  build  a  new  transfer  station,  $20,000  of  the 
$30,000  to  be  transferred  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  account.   He  called 
for  a  vote.   Show  of  hands.   Amendment  to  add  $30,000.  declared  defeated. 

The  moderator  reminded  the  meeting  that  there  was  another  amendment  on 
the  floor  to  reduce  the  overall  budget  by  $10,000.   Mrs.  Snyder  explained 
her  amendment,  saying  that  we  do  not  need  the  extra  $10,000  in  our  budget. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment  to  reduce  the  bottom  line  of 
the  budget  by  $10,000.   Show  of  hands.   Amendment  declared  passed. 


Article  24,  continued. 

The  moderator  reviewed  the  amendments,  saying  we  had  increased  the  budget 
by  $127,000,  and  reduced  it  by  $10,000. 

William  Ashley  asked  the  Budget  Conunittee  about  the  line  item  called 
"Energy  Conservation".   Harold  Sleeper  said  it  was  for  $5,000.    Mr.  Ashley 
asked  what  conservation  measures  were  received  for  the  $5,000  expendi- 
ture in  1986.   He  went  on  to  say  that  postage  and  legal  fees  are  not 
energy  conservation.    In  view  of  that,  Mr.  Ashley  moved  that  the  budget 
be  further  reduced  by  $5,000.00,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Ashley. 

J. P.  Nadeau  spoke  to  clarify  Mr.  Ashley's  question,  saying  that  the  fund 
was  not  only  to  address  Seabrook,  but  energy  alternatives.   Mr.  Ashley 
clarified  that  he  was  not  speaking  for  or  against  Seabrook.   He  said  he 
objected  to  the  way  this  was  done;  if  we  want  to  spend  money  for  legal  fees, 
it  should  be  charged  to  legal  fees,  not  Conservation  funds. 

Jack  Tobey  said  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  put  the  mcmey  in 
that  line  item  and  knew  exactly  what  it  was  for.   He  said  it  probably  was 
the  wrong  line  item  to  put  it  in,  but  it  was  not  done  with  the  intent  to 
deceive. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment  to  reduce  the  budget  by 
$5,000.00.   Show  of  hands.   Amendment  declared  passed. 

Mr.  John  Rodgers  moved  to  increase  the  budget  by  $30,000.00  to  clear  up 
the  previous  problem  with  the  transfer  station.   Jack  Tobey  seconded  his 
motion.   The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  amending  the  article  by  increasing 
the  budget  by  $30,000.00  for  the  transfer  station.   Show  of  hands.   Amendment 
declared  passed. 

Mark  Zartarian  asked  if  there  was  money  in  the  budget  to  make  repairs  to 
the  Fire  Station  to  house  the  new  truck.   If  not,  he  said  he  would  move 
to  amend  the  budget  by  increasing  it  in  the  amount  of  $20,000.00  so  that 
we  can  house  the  truck  that  we  just  bought.   There  being  no  second  to  his 
motion,  the  moderator  ruled  that  the  motion  died.   Mrs.  Snyder  said  there 
was  an  item  in  the  budget  for  repairs  to  the  Fire  Station. 

Budget  Committee  Chairman  Harold  Sleeper  announced  that  the  new  budget 
is  $2,519,475.00. 

The  moderator  asked  all  those  in  favor  of  adopting  the  budget  in  the  sum 
of  $2,519,475.00  to  please  signify  by  raising  your  hand.   He  asked  those 
opposed  to  raise  their  hand.   Moderator  Gray  announced  that  the  Ayes  have 
it  and  that  the  Article  Is  adopted. 
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ARTICLE  25.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  pursuant  to  the  NH  RSA  31:105 
to  provide  indemnification  for  Selectmen,  Town  Employees,  Town  Officers 
or  Agents  from  personal  loss  or  expense  including  reasonable  legal  fees 
and  costs,  if  any,  arising  out  of  any  claims,  demand  suit  or  judgement 
by  reason  of  negligence  or  other  act  resulting  in  accidental  injury  to 
a  person  or  accidental  damage  to  property  providing  the  indemnified  person 
was  at  the  time  of  the  accident  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment 
or  office. 

It  was  moved  by  Jack  Tobey,  seconded  by  J. P.  Nadeau,  that  this  article 
be  adopted.   No  discussion. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  25.  Show  of  hands.  Article 
25  declared  adopted. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction  or  sealed  bid  such  surplus 
Town  equipment  as  is  not  traded  in  on  new  equipment  this  year. 

Jack  Tobey  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  26,  seconded  by  Chief  Dockham. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote.   Show  of  hands.   Article  26  is  declared 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  27.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  eliminate  a  five  percent 
discount  on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
mailing  of  the  tax  bills. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  Article  27  be  adopted.   Elizabeth  A. 
Greene  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article. 

The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  27.  Show  of  hands.  Article 
27  declared  defeated. 

ARTICLE  28.   On  petition  of  Paula  S.  Snyder  and  eleven  others,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  present  annual  tax  billing  to  a  semi-annual 
billing  beginning  in  tax  year  1988.   If  this  is  adopted,  taxes  would  be 
due  and  payable  on  July  1  and  December  1  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire 
tax  statute  76:15a. 

It  was  moved  by  Paula  Snyder,  seconded  by  Howard  Heflin,  to  adopt  Article 
28.    Paula  Snyder  spoke  to  the  article  and  said  by  having  semi-annual 
billing  the  town  could  make  the  best  use  of  your  tax  money. 

Herbert  Drake  asked  how  penalties  and  discounts  would  be  handled  under 
this  system.   Ann  0' Sullivan  spoke  against  it,  saying  that  her  circum- 
stances of  having  a  seasonal  business  would  mean  this  would  be  a  hardship 
for  her.   Betsy  Greene  said  we  should  not  defeat  based  upon  the  problems 
other  towns  may  have  had  with  their  systems.   Mr.  Stevens  said  this  would 
also  be  difficult  for  senior  citizens  who  live  on  a  fixed  income.   John 
Coffey  agreed  with  Mr.  Stevens  and  Miss  O'Sullivan  and  said  he's  like  to 
see  the  article  defeated.   He  pointed  out  that  if  someone  wanted  to  pay 
their  taxes  early,  that  could  certainly  be  accommodated. 
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It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  article  be  tabled. 

The  moderator  allowed  the  petitioner,  Mrs.  Snyder  to  speak. 

Judge  Gray  called  for  a  vote  on  the  motion  to  table.   SHOW  OF  HANDS.  MOTION 
TO  TABLE  DECLARED  DEFEATED-. 

After  another  brief  discussion  on  the  matter  of  semi-annual  billing, 
Eugene  Ritzo  motioned  to  move  the  question,  seconded  by  Jack  Tobey. 
Two-thirds  to  pass.   SHOW  OF  HANDS.   MOTION  TO  MOVE  THE  QUESTION  CARRIED. 
The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  Article  28.   Show  of  hands.   Article 
28  declared  Defeated. 

ARTICLE  29.    To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting. 

Jack  Tobey  moved  the  meeting  adjourn.   So  voted. 

The  meeting  Adjourned  at  2:00  p.m.
